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XERCISE, exercise, and then, 

more exercise; out doors, in 
the open air, every possible 
hour of sunlight, and a cer- 
tain number of hours every 
day, even if it is cloudy or 
raining. In the winter time, 
walking or skating; or, in 
very inclement weather, in- 
door exercise, in the gymnas- 
ium, perhaps on the empty 
stage of a theatre, or even in my own rooms in 
the hotel—that is the secret of keeping well. 
strong, and happy, and, for the strenuous work 
of an actress playing in musical comedy, at any 
rate, one must, perforce, maintain one’s health. 
strength and happiness to achieve one’s best 
success, 

Do you know that there are remarkably few 
actresses on the stage to-day who really under- 
stand the value of taking the very best care of 
themselves? Good health is, to my mind, the 
very best asset one can possess, and without it 
it is impossible to achieve success. We are con- 
stantly hearing of come actress breaking down 
in the midst of the season, or becoming a nerv- 
ous wreck. In nearly every case this is due to 
the lack of attention to even the simplest rules 
of health. Life on the stage is strenuous. Con- 
stant application and hard work go hand in 
hand. No one can stand the severe strain not 
in the best physical condition. Late’suppers and 
riotous living can not fit one for good work on 
the stage and that is the reason that so many 
really capable players fail to make the success 
to which their talents should entitle them. 


There are the fewest number of actresses who 
pay the slightest attention to exercise. With the 
mapority of them the night performance is fol- 
lowed by a heavy supper, often with wine, and 
then to bed until barely time for the matinee 
performance on the following day, when a mat- 
inee is played; or, to dawdle in some stuffy 
hote] room until nearly time for the night per- 
formance. Whether the weather be good or 
bad, I make it a rule to spend as much time in 
the open air as possible. While I am a great 
believer in plenty of sleep, I find it a real pleas- 
ure to take a great deal of exercise every morn- 
ing in the out-of-doors, and I have found it bet- 
ter than ‘any tonic. Many have wondered how, 
even under the strain of constant rehearsals and 
many performances, I never show signs of weari- 
ness. The answer is simple—I simply follow the 
eommon rules of health in order to keep well 
and happy. 

I spent my summer vacation 
partly at my own little place, 
El’Jan, in Columbus, Ohio, where 
I remained during the pleasant, 
cool weather of early June, but 
mostly at Narragansett Pier, 
where, during this wonderfully 
beautiful summer that we have 
had, I just lived in the sunlight 
and the open air. This is the real 
way to rest. Change of occupa- 
tion is the most healthful relaxa- 
tion, and hours spent in the open 
air and the sunshine bring to one 
such powers of assimilating one’s 
food and such sound and un- 
broken sleep as make for the real 
rehabilitation of the body, brain 
and nerves that have been de-~ 
pleted by long, continuous weeks 
of arduous stage work, in an un- 
wholesome atmosphere and under 
artificial light. At El’Jan I had 
tennis, golf, motoring and horse- 


cuperation at Narragansett Pier. Rising at eight 


every morning, I had a light breakfast and then 
a long horseback ride; coming home. a rub- 
down, a little rest, and luncheon; after luncheon 
perhaps a half-hour’s nap, a book, or a game of

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An Actor at Home 


William Faversham 
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HE actor's enforced idleness 
during the summer months 
has its compensations. Dur- 
ing the theatrical season he 
has little acquaintance with 
home life. The most fortu- 
nate spend but a short period 
in New York, where but few 
have comfortable homes. The 
remainder of the time is 
spent on railroad trains, in 
not too comfortable hotels, and in the playhouse. 
It is an arduous business at best. The season 
is fraught with discomfort to even the stars, for 


But it is only the players upon whom fortune 
has smiled most prodigally that can afford even 
these breathing places, although there is hardly 
a player on the boards who does not dream of 
the prosperous times to come, when he can have 
a “real home,” which would be dearer to him 
than even the most luxurious hotels in which he 
spends his time while on his road tours through 
the larger cities. 

When the actor is able to provide himself with 
a comfortable home he is to be congratulated. 
He is the envied one of his calling. William 
Faversham is one of these. Away from the the- 
atre he is a farmer. Faversham has lived so 
many years in America that he has come to be 
thought one of us. He is, in spirit; but, by ties 
of blood, he is an Englishman. He is as fond of 
this country as the native, and he has proved 
this on more times than one. Years ago, when 
Sir Henry Irving made him the flattering offer 
of leading man cf his splendid company, he re- 
fused, and for the reason that it would take him 
away from America. Other opportunities, from 
London, have been opened to him during the 
past few years, but these he has relinquished. 
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But the English summer has its allurements, 
not only for the American, but for the native-

They are not too far from Broadway to 
attend rehearsals in the day time and return to 
their Long Island homes at night and that is 
the reason that these country places, almost 
within hailing distance of the city which is the 
center of their activities for the greater part of 
the year, are particularly convenient and ap- 
pealing. 
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born Englishman. So it was, years ago, when 
Faversham had won a position on the American 
stage, and was able to provide himself with a 
summer home, that he hied himself to his be- 
loved Surrey, where he had ranged as a boy. 
Faversham was born in London, but, when a 
youth, his family moved to a small village, Cart 
Bridge, Surrey. It was while residing there and 
before coming to America, that he became ac- 
quainted with The Old Manor, Chiddingfold. He 
looked upon this place with longing eyes, and 
resolved that should Fortune ever smile on him 
that he would make it his home. Twenty years 
went by before he had his heart's desire. 

During these twenty years Faversham kept his 
goal constantly in sight and struggled, with 
ceaseless effort, to attain it. There were times 
when the outlook was gloomy and when the pos- 
sibility of his ever owning the picturesque coun- 
try home of which he dreamed and for which he 
longed more than for anything else, seemed 
somewhat remote. But he struggled valiantly 
forward, studied and worked as few actors had 
either the courage or energy to do. He was am- 
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bilious and conscientious, two attributes chat are 
sure to bring success. The public learned to 
know that no matter what he attempted it would 
be done both intelligently and censcientiously. 
In addition to his innate talent and artistic abil- 
ity, he had the grit which appeals to every real 
American. So his efforts commanded the atten- 
tion of Americans and he became more -popular, 
perhaps, than any other English actor. Once 
accepted for his true worth, fortune began to 
smile most lavishly, one success followed another 
until now, in Herod, the magnificent production 
in which he is appearing this season, he has 
scored his greatest achievement and has reached 
the pinnacle of his fame. 

Some years ago he married Julie Opp, a tal- 
ented actress and charming woman, who is ap- 
pearing with him this season and sharing the 
honors of the new production. Their married 
life has been ideal and she, as well as Mr. Faver- 
sham enjoys the summers spent at their country 
place in Merrie England. In the picture on this 
page she is shown as the constant companion 
of her talented husband. 

Faversham has a most picturesque, ivy-cov- 
ered house, set in sixty acres of ground. The 
rear of the house was built in 1560, and the front 
some two hundred years later. This house was 
once the home of Anthony Hope, and it was the 


Old Manor of the Favershams that Richard Le- 
Gallienne described in his delightful volume, 
“An Old Manor House.” Many have doubtless 
thought that Le Gallienne’s work was the mere 
figment of the poet’s fancy, instead of a real 
place and a real home. The old stable was once 
the home of Horace Mann, who, during the time 
of Queen Elizabeth, was her iron-monger.

The Favershams 
have, as near neighbors, Sir Arthur Wing Pinero. 
Henry Arthur Jones, the present Lord Tennyson. 
Sir Conan Doyle, Henry Ainley, Dion Boucicault. 
and C. N. and A. M. Williamson, the authors of 
The Lightning Conductor. One of the interest- 
ing places of the neighborhood is the former 
home of George Eliot. 
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The Theatre and the Law 


By Francis D. Campau 


nOFD T IS a common misunderstand- 
f ing that the patent, trade- 
mark and copyright statutes 
of our Federal Government, 


giving, under certain condi- 
tions, monopolistic privileges 
to inventors, limit beyond 
which our courts can not go 


in protecting the good will of 
a firm or individual from 
trade piracy. Were this true, 
our courts would be far, indeed, from the bul- 
wark which our system of equity conceives them 
to be, and far from fulfilling the claim that our 
legal remedies keep pace with our industrial de- 
velopment. 

In the last half century increased 
facilities of communication have 
extended every market, and extend- 
ed markets have necessitated, as a 
requisite of commercial success, a 
good will reaching far bcoyond any 
possible province of personal influ- 
ence. 

Good will may be extended by 
publicity but its fundamentals are 
fair dealing, efficiency and reliabil- 
ity. In every commercial enterprise 
which is in any degree a success, 
its good will is a most important, 
even if intangible asset, but in no 
business is it more important than 
in the theatrical business. New 
offerings as to play, production and 
cast are made annually and must 
depend for their support almost en- 
tirely upon a public which has no 
opportunity to see or try before it 
purchases. Such good will, based 
upon merit and reliability, is prop- 
erty, and an unwarranted, con- 
scienceless appropriation of it with- 
out regard to the rights of owners 
is no less piracy than the seizure of 
property more tangible. 

Courts of equity have recognized 
such piracy as a wrong, not only 
against the individual whose good 
will is thus fraudulently appropri- 
ated, but also against the public, 
which is fraudulently induced to 
barter its money for an inferior return or for a 
return which is not the precise one which it was 
led to believe was offered. Development of this 
doctrine has not been rapid. Such protection 
was at first confined to restraint of infringement 
of technical trade-marks or to fanciful and arbi- 
trary names, but little by little, extending the 
remedy to meet the mandates of commercial con- 
science, the arm of the law has been outstretched 
to correct abuse, until within the last decade it 
may fairly be said that courts of equity will not 
permit unfair competition in any of the ingen- 
ious phases in which it is undertaken. 

No broader phase could be _ devised, no 
breader promise of help on the part of the ju- 
diciary, no broader invitation to a party injured 
to appeal to the courts than this simple state- 
ment of the equity rule, “unfair competition 
will be enjeined.” 

A review of a limited number of more or less 
familiar cases will serve to illustrate under 
what circumstances this doctrine has been in- 
voked by those engaged in the theatrical busi- 
ness and to what extent the court can afford a 


remedy.

As to the theatre building, the case of Mel- 
drum vs. Shubert, which was decided in the 
State of Tllinois in 1904, is illustrative. In this 
instance the complainant had leased and had 
for one season conducted a small theatre, chief- 
ly patronized by residents of its immediate vi- 
cinity, under the name of the “Garrick” The- 
atre. The defendant then leased a large down- 
town theatre, formerly known as the “Dear-- 


born” Theatre, and changed its name to the 
“Garrick” Theatre. Even before the complain- 
ant had made use of the name “Garrick” for 
his small theatre, the defendants, having this 
venture in mind, had announced their intention 
to use the name for a down-town theatre, but 
this was not known to the complainant during 
the time he was using the name; nor had the 
defendants, fellowing their announcement, 
made any actual use of the name until the 
complainant’s first season was over. The Court 
held in this case that the complainant was enti- 
tled to an injunction to restrain the defendants 
from adopting the name “Garrick.” 

In this case, as indeed in all of the cases 
which we will here mention, no question of 
technica! trade-mark, copyright or registration 
under the statute is involved. The case pro- 
ceeds upon the broad principle that where, as 
in this instance a complainant had established 
a clientele and had made such use of a name 
that the name itself might be said to have a 
certain following, his rights in this clientele will 
be secured to him by the courts. 

The case of Booth vs. Jarrett, decided in New 
York in 1876, indicates clearly that in the con- 
templation of the court the good-will of a 
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theatre largely attaches to the building and lo- 
cation in itself rather than to the proprietor. In 
this case the complainant had built and for 
about four years managed a theatre which had 
become popular and well known as “Booth’s”’ 
Theatre. The defendants afterwards came into 
control of the theatre under a lease in which 
the building was described as ‘‘Booth’s’” The- 
atre, and, representing themselves as lessees 
and managers, they advertised the theatre un- 
der its original name. The complainant sought 
to restrain them from the use of this name, 
cleiming that this was a fraud upon the public, 
since the public might be misled into believing 
that he still managed the theatre. The Court, 
however, held that such good-will as the name 
“Booth’s” Theatre, carried with it had become 
attached to this particular playhouse as an inte- 
gral part of it, and that the lessee was entitled 
to the use of the name along with the occu- 
pancy of the theatre. 
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A large number of cases have arisen from 
the use of the same or a similar family or sur- 
name in an effort to appropriate a portion of 
the faver which a successful player or man- 
ager has won from the public. The commonest 
methed cf doing this, aside from deliberately 
stealing the name, is to engage in a minor ca- 
pacity in connection with the production, some 
person with a name which it is desired to imi- 
tate, and then to exploit this name. The gen- 
erul impression is prevalent that a man’s name 
is particularly his own, and that he may make 
of it whatever he chooses and that his right to 
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use it cun not be restricted, even though it may 
cause injury to some one else. Until recently 
the danger in permitting the unrestricted use 
of one’s own name attracted but little attention 
because it was comparatively unimportant. 
Now, through the multiplication of advertising 
methods, and through the present means of 
reaching the public ear and catching the pub- 
lic eye, the opportunities of a person using a 
name similar to that of one upon whose busi- 
ness he intends to pirate are so manifold that 
this form of infringement has attracted the se- 
rious attention of the courts. During the last 
twenty years the courts have been developing 
a considerable body of law in cases where fam- 
ily or persenal names are used as trade-names. 
Our Federal Courts have said: 


“While it is true that every man has a 
right to use his name in his own business, 
it is also true that he has no right to use it 
for the purpose of stealing the good-will 
of his neighbor’s business, nor to commit a 
fraud upon his neighbor, nor to trespass 
upon his neighbor's rights or property; and 
while it is true that every man has the 
right to use white paper, it is also true that 
he has no right to use it for mak- 
ing counterfeit money, nor to 
commit forgery.” 

A concrete instance of the appli- 
eation of this rule will probably 


make it clearer than a_ general 
statement. 
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In the case of Tussaud vs. Tus- 
saud, decided in England in 1890, 
in the Chancery Division of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature, the 
plaintiffs had carried on a well- 
known exhibition of wax-works, 
founded as far back as 1812 by one 
Madam Tussaud, and continued by 
her descendants down to 1869, 
when the business was transferred 
to the plaintiff company. It does 
not appear that any one named 
Tussaud was still interested in the 
business of the plaintiff company, 
although the exhibition was still 
known as Tussaud’s. 


The defendant was a young man 
named Louis Tussaud, who had 
been connected with the exhibition, 
and who had assisted in the model- 
ing department of the business up 
to the time the business was sold 
out by the Tussaud family. A cor- 
poration was formed to conduct 
another wax-works in competition 
with the old company. This young man was en- 
gaged as a paid servant in the new company, and 
his name given to the new corporation, so that 
it appeared, although his interest in it was small, 
as the “Louis Tussaud Company, Ltd.” The 
Court held that this was a fraudulent attempt on 
the part of the defendants to pirate upon the 
good will of the original Tussaud Company. 


In the opinion the Court said: 


“T conceive it to be clear that the de-. 
fendant could not, either for valuable con- 
sideration, or otherwise, confer on an- 
other person the right to the use of the 
name of ‘Tussaud’ in connection with the 
business which the defendant had never 
carried on, and in which the defendant 
had no interest whatever. Then comes 
the question, can he confer that right on 
a person or a company toward whom he 
stands simply in the position of a paid 
servant? He could, no doubt, confer the 
right of saying that the business is under 
his management, but could he go to the 
same private individual and say to him, 
‘IT will become your servant as manager and 
modeller for several years, and you shall 
carry on the business (which is not to be 
mine, but yours) under my name’? I 
think not.” 


There are a number of other cases in this 
country, as well as in England, which clearly 
establish the doctrine of this case as a rule of 
law.

He located ihe show 
at Washington, at least it left there a few min- 
utes before, and was on the way.

For two hours and a half I was regaled with 
Trenton’s history—the part it played in '76 or 
thereabouts.

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German Theatre in Ame

ONS 


S FAR back as the end of the 

eighteenth century the Ger- 
man drama began to receive 
recognition in this country. 
The works of Kotzebue, Schil- 
ler, Zschokke and Halm came 
in English translations to New 
England and drew full houses. 
In 1795, Schiller’s: Reuber 
was played in New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
and in the next years Kabale und Liebe, Don 
Carlos and Wilhelm Tell followed. Since that 
time, innumerable works of the older and young- 
er German playwrights made their way through 
this country in English translations. Heyse’s 
Maria Magdalena under the title of Mary of 
Magdala, Foerster’s Alt Heidelberg, 
Fulda’s Paradies and Talisman, 
Blumenthal-Kadelburg’s Im weissen 
Roess!] (In the White Horse Tav- 
ern). Sudermann’s Es Lebe das Le- 
ben, Heimat (Magda), and Die 
Ehre, and the best dramas of Gustav 
von Moser and Roderich Benedix 
appeared on the American stage. 
There can be no doubt that these 
prominent dramas exerted a strong 
influence upon American play- 
wrights and actors. 

But, after all, the Germans want- 
ed performances in the German 
language, but for a long time en- 
thusiastic amateurs in the numer- 
ous German societies were the only 
ones willing and able to gratify this 
desire. 

The second third of the nineteenth century 
had arrived before a German stage in the United 
States was established, when Frederich Schwan. 
in New York, and von Adlerberg, in Indianapo- 
lis, organized the first professional companies. 
But the playhouses, as well as the performances, 
were of a very low standard. The immigration 
of the “Achtundvierziger,” that has done so 
much for German-American progress in this 
country, had also a very strong influence upon 
the German stage, and since that time we have 
had real German theatres in the United States. 

In New York, Otto von Hoym and Edward 
Hamann, from the Court Theatre at Darmstadt, 
organized, in 1853, the German “Stadttheater,” 
on the Bowery. Hoym was the artistic manager. 
He was the first German theatrical manager in 
the United States and he possessed all those 
qualities to become a popular figure in Old New 
York. He was the veritable stage hero, not only 
of the matinee girl, but also of the older people. 
His marriage with Elise Heh! was a social event 
for the German-Americans of New York. At the 
beginning of the Civil War, Hoym helped to or- 
ganize the Forty-second Volunteer Regiment of 
New York and served, with the rank of captain. 
He was captured by the Confederates and had to 
spend a good many months in the notorious 
Libby Prison at Richmond. When he returned 
to New York, the former stage hero had become 
a real hero and he was greeted with tremendous 
ovations. 

The financial standing of the Stadttheatre was 
SO great that the two managers decided to build 
a new playhouse with a seating capacity for 
3,500 persons. The ‘Neue Stadttheatre’’ was 
opened on September 6, 1864. It cultivated not 
only the serious and comic drama, but also the 
opera and operetta. 

There numerous famous guests from Germany 
made their appearance—Pauline Lucca, Magda 
Irschick, Daniel Bandmann, Eugenie Schmitz, 
L’Arronge, Bogumil Davison, Friedrich Hasse 
and others. Their appearance became real tri- 
umphs for the managers and guests and brought 
them gold and honors. 

When Hoym, in 1867, retired on account of an 
eye disease and returned to Germany, it became 
evident how greatly the success of the ‘Neues 
Stadttheatre’ depended on his personality, for 
his remaining partner was not able to keep

In the same year, Adolf Neuendorff started 
the Germania Theatre, and in 1879 the Thalia 
Theatre was founded by the soubrette, Mathilde 
Cotrelly. Later on, Gustav Amberg took charge 
of this playhouse, and now the German theatre 
in New York had a period of uninterrupted tri- 
umphs. Whatever became famous and popular 
on the stage of the Fatherland was invited to 
America by those enterprising managers, and be- 
sides the above-mentioned artists, who repeated 
their visits to this country, such famous actors 
as Franziska Ellmenreich, Georgine von Janu- 
schowsky, Maria Barkany, Kathi Schratt Lina 
Mayr, Marie Seebach, Fanny Janauscheck, Hed- 
wig Niemann Raabe, Gertrude Giers, Agnes 
Sorma, Marie Geistinger, Karl Sontag, Ernst Pos- 
sart, Ludwig Barnay, Junkermann, Adalbert 
Metkowsky, Joseph Kainz, Friedrich Mitter- 
wurzer, Adolf Sonnenthal and the humorists,

Wilhelm Knaak and Franz Tewele and many 
others made their appearance before the New 
York public and met with splendid success. 

“When we think of that time,” says a well- 
informed critic in 1905, it is hard to use suitable 
language without being charged with exaggera- 
tion. It can hardly be imagined what a theatre 
ecstasy had taken possession of New York, and 
not only the German New York. 

The dramatic characters created by these em- 
inent artists were not only a source of delight 
for the general public, but also, and in a much 
higher degree, a fruitful field of study for the 
best actors and managers of the American stage. 
The German stage, therefore, may claim to have 
helped considerably in the artistic elevation of 
the American stage. 

The full scope of the benefits of the visits of 
these artists to the American stage will never be 
entirely ascertained, but the popularity acquired 
by German actors and actresses in all circles of 
society became evident, when Edwin Booth, fas- 
cinated by Bogumil Davison’s acting, invited him 
to play in the Wintergarden, whose artistic man- 
ager Booth was, the role of Othello, while Booth 
took the part of Iago. In this unique perform- 
ance, which was arranged in January, 1867, the 
German actress, Mrs. Methua-Scheller repre- 
sented Desdemona, and in her scenes with Booth 
she spoke English, while with Davison she used 
the German language. 

In the same year, Fannay Janauscheck ac- 
cepted an invitation for three appearances in 
Booth’s company, which, at that time, played in 
Boston. Miss Janauscheck played Lady Macbeth 
and, although she used the German translation 
of Shakespeare’s play, she made so deep an im- 
pression on the public that Booth was able to 
pay her $11,000 as salary for the appearances, 
at that time an immense sum. 

Through such triumphs, obtained on the Eng- 
lish stage, several German actors were induced

to leave the German theatre and to devote them- 
selves exclusively to the American stage. Among 
these was Madame Janauscheck, who made her 
first appearance in the Academy of Music in New 
York, and later, with her own English company, 
traveled through the United States 

Still more important and lasting was the influ- 
ence of German companies visiting this country. 
The Muenchener, under the management of Max 
Hofpaur and the Schlierseer created a favorable 
impression on the public by the genuineness and 
unaffectedness of their acting. The famous 
Meininger company surprised the American ar- 
tists by the historical truth of the sceneries, cos- 
tumes, arms and utensils and by their wonderful 
ensemble acting, never seen before in such a de- 
gree of perfection. 

In 1893, Heinrich Conried took charge of the 
Irving Place Theatre, and under his management 
almost all stage celebrities of the Fatherland 
appeared before the New York public. The most 
important of these guests were Adolf Sonnen- 
thal, George Engels, Felix Schweidhofer, Ridolf 
Christians, Ferdinand Bonn, Harry Walden, 
Agnes Sorma, Helene Odilon, Annie 
Dierkens, Agatha Barsecue and Mia 
Weber. When Conried, in 1905, 
was offered the management of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, M. 
Baumfeld was appointed to manage 
the Irving Place Theatre. He also 
staged numerous splendid perform- 
ances, but in the season of 1908- 
1909 the theatre failed, owing to 
internal dissensions and intrigues. 


At present Mr. Burgarth is at the 
head of the Irving Place Theatre 
and tries to bring back the great 
fame the theatre enjoyed in former 
times. Adolf Phillip, whose Ger- 
man-American operettas, with a 
genial brewer as the principal char- 
acter, a few years ago made a great 
hit in New York, now plays Par-

isian melodramas in the Wintergarden “Zum 
schwarzen Adler.”’ 
Outside of New York, a good many cities 


maintained German stages, as, for instance, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Indianapolis, Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, Davenport, Dubuque, La Crosse, St. 
Paul, New Orleans, Denver, and San Francisco.

But the good old times are past, and now the 
German stage in Aimerica is leading a very pre- 
carious existence. One need not wander far 
afield to find reasons for this sad decline. The 
gradual decline of German immigration is main- 
ly responsible for the decrease of the German 
stage. While the original stock of Germans in 
the United States is dying off, their children be- 
come Americanized and lose their interest in the 
language and the stage. Furthermore, the great 
mass of German societies offer attractions of 
their own that keep the German American pub- 
lic from visiting the theatres where German 
plays are rendered in the German language. 

In Philadelphia, a good German company, un- 
der Manager Wurster, played in the Arch Street 
Theatre and later in the Bijou. When Mr. Saake 
was at the head of the enterprise a number of 
prominent German citizens decided to build a 
new playhouse, and the dedication took place in 
September, 1906. But it seems that even as 
large a city as Philadelphia is not able to main- 
tain a German stage successfully. 

One of the centers of German-American civili- 
zation, Milwaukee, possesses the Pabst Theatre, 
founded by Heinrich Kurz and Fred Pabst. The 
playhouse burned down twice, but this calamity 
could not discourage the daring promoters. Un- 
der the clever management of Leon Wachsner, 
this theatre became one of the most famous play- 
houses in the country. A few years ago Emanuel 
Reicher appeared, with tremendous success, be- 
fore the public of the Pabst Theatre. After the 
death of Mr. Wachsner in April, 1909, his widow 
took charge of the institution, and she is sup- 
ported by Secretary Rosener and Stage Manager 
Emil Marx. Every Sunday the Milwaukee com- 
pany gives an evening performance at Powers’ 
Theatre in Chicago. 

Ferdinand Welp, formerly with Leon Wachs- 
ner in Milwaukee, went into partnership with

matic editor of the leading 
daily in Council Bluffs. It 
was his star boast that he was 
the only dramatic critic in the 
Middle West that ever had the 
nerve to roast Joe Jefferson, 
and he said he did it in the 
interest of art.

“But, say, it ain’t no children’s game to get 
this paper talk. The good old days when you 
could blow into the newspaper offices with a loud 
vest and a tiger claw hangin’ on your watch- 
guard is done. Them times the old agent would 
lay down a cigar on the editor’s desk, spread a 
lot of salve about the greatest yet and the only 
one in captivity story, an’ then work the gag: 
‘write me somethin’, old man.’ But them days is 
strictly past. It’s a new make-up now, an’ a new 
line of talk that wins ’em. You want to enter 
quiet like, just as if you were one of them Sun- 
day-school boys with a write-up on a rally in 


the church basement. The editor gives you the 
size-up for this, an’ when you says, ‘I'm ahead of 
the Big Show, comin’ 25th and 26th,’ he’s so sur- 
prised that he’s glad to see you, an’ it’s once 
aroun’ the track before the bunch sees the flag 
that he asks you out to drink before you spring 
your pass pad. And, if you don’t believe me, 
ask soft-talking Jim Jay Brady, and have it 
passed off for gospel. 

“It’s the approach that makes the center-shot 
this new century. Go in easy, be skimp with 
your talk, don’t spread the salve too thick, an’ 
give ‘em clean copy—that’s the game; be you 
ahead of Henry Irving, with ten carloads of 
stuff, a dinky little farce comedy, with a society 
dame doin’ the lead, a melodrama with a real 
convict a-crackin’ the safe, or one of them 
Broadway big ones—no matter, it’s the same, 
an’ what goes for them goes for the Big Show,

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R. McCONNELL, when I saw 
him, had just attended to the 
last detail of his big business 
in Seattle, during the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition. His 
operations were a revelation. 
not only to the exposition peo- 
ple but toshowmen who lined 
the expositions amusement 
way. His magnificent spec- 
tatorium, the Battle of the 
Monitor and the Merrimac, was the class of the 
Pay Streak. Nothing in the way of an amuse- 
ment enterprise even approached it, and there 
was a well-worn trail from the main entrance 
to the exposition grounds down to his splendid 
building on the amusement way. It was a mag- 

i nificent spectacle and something like twenty per 
cent of the 3,750,000 persons who 
attended the exposition at one time 
or another went through its gates. 
Its total receipts were close upon 
$100,000 in excess of any other at- 
traction of the Streak, and it was 
awarded the gold medal for quality, 
educative value and general excel- 
lence. 

This is all very fine, but, in view 
of the fact that McConnell had to be 
ceaxed loudly and long before he 
would bring his spectacle on here, 
the credit is not all to him—at least, 
the credit for making the venture. 
The exposition 
build up an amusement 
would stand as a record, but the 
leading amusements of the country 
figured that it was a two-thousand- 
mile jump to a small exposition, and 
were very backward. McConnell 
confesses that, as a business proposi- 
tion, he wanted none of it. 

“But,” said the exposition people. 
“you can not lose. We want your 

l attraction. We want it so badly that 
we will throw off all percentages and 
charges whatsoever. The Monitor 
and Merrimac will lift our Pay 
Streak to the top notch. In return, 
we will give you all you ask.” 

And McConnell yielded. He is now 
glad that he was coaxed. He came 
out here and found the most beauti- 
ful exposition ever held. It was ad- 
mirably handled, splendidly attended 
and it closed with a huge profit. He 
quits with his spectacle the taik of 
the whole of Northwestern America. 

All of which leads to only one 
logical question to ask Mr. McCon- 
nell about the

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public from a cheap basis. On the contrary, it is 
expensive in its tastes, when amusement is con- 
sidered. In a word, it will flock to an attraction 
dressed in silks where it would ignore the same 
attraction done in bunting. 

“You can not insult the public intelligence; 
no more can you insult its taste. The amusement 
producer is, in fact, as much a public servant as 
the holder of an office of government. As such, 
he has no right to affront his employer by setting 
before him that which he does not desire, or 
setiing before him what he does desire in a slov- 
enly, inattractive garb. Get this principle and 
this relation thoroughly fixed in your mind and 
you will find it easier to do business on a basis 
of millions than on a basis of thousands, or even 
hundreds. 
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“The largest and best-arranged bank attracts 
the largest number and best class of depositors. 
Although an amusement is considered almost an 
ephemeral thing at best, it is, nevertheless, just 
as true that a large and well-arranged amuse- 
ment attraction will attract the largest number 
and best class of patrons. Money visibly ex- 
pended in furnishings and appurtenances, gives 
an atmosphere of solidity and staple worth. The 
public, in the great mass, is solid and worthy, 
and always like seeks like. Remember, you are 
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trying to entertain the public, to make it com- 
fortable, happy, while it enjoys itself. 

“If, given the ability, a man will go into the 
amusement business with the one thought of 
pleasing the public in his mind, he will win to 
permanent success. oS 

“If he goes into the business, as too many do, 
with the idea of getting the money controlling 
him, he will get only what is coming to him, and 
that is not success. 

“If I were asked to give concise advice I would 
say: ‘Do not consider the public an ass. Fear 
your public; fear its opinions; be always afraid 
that you are not making good upon its desires, 
for betterment will pay for itself. The aphorism 
that “You can fool all of the people some of the 
time and some of the people all of the time,” has 
ruined many an otherwise competent amusement 
producer.’ 

“Maybe you can, but it’s mighty dangerous to 
try it. 

“Give the public what it wants. Give it to it 
gladly and sincerely and well dressed. Give your 
whole thought and time to doing it, and don't 
worry about the success end of it. It will come, 
as a logical result of honest service.” 

There’s McConnell’s principle. Not in a nut- 
shell, perhaps, for I have taken more words than 
he in the saying of it. 

Anyway, that was the principle he applied 
when the business bodies of the state of Texas 
asked him to create that magnificent 
spectacle, The Galveston Flood, 
which showed the destruction of the 
southern city and its subsequent won- 
derful rehabilitation. It will be re- 
membered that he produced the 
spectacle at the World’s Fair in St. 
Louis, and that the exposition direct- 
ors threw off all percentages and 
charges, in order to make the pro- 
duction an easier matter financially. 
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It will be remembered that at the 
same exposition, he produced that 
other splendid spectacle: From New 
York to the North Pole; that it was 
he who created the Battle Abbey, the 
greatest historical feature of the fair. 
with its reproductions of every fa- 
mous battle since the days of ‘76, 
with a wealth of relics of every ac- 
tion. Incidentally, there were nine- 
teen other enterprises on the Pike at 
St. Louis in which he was financially 
interested, and in every one of them 
he gave the public what it wanted. 

It was the same principle that 
made Riverview Park in Chicago a 
society rendezvous. What McConneil 
terms “showmen” said he was crazy 
when he went out to the Windy 
City’s big Sunday resort and built 
another Monitor and Merrimac. 

But McConnell had the “principle” 


working for him. He installed a 
magnificent naval spectacle. Then 
he turned around and told the wor-

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ANY prominent musical crit- 
ics have asked me how long 
it actually took to compose 
a ballad, both words and 
music, and whether I could 
write a hit in twenty-four 
hours. My answer was that 
it may be done, and perhaps 
it has been done, but I never 
did it, and could not do it if 
I tried, for love or for money. 
reasons I advanced for so many 


One of the 
unsuccessful ballads being witten is because one 
person writes the lyrics and another the music. 


That may be all right in musical 
comedy, but when it comes to a 
straight love or descriptive ballad, 
it is a different matter entirely. 
In the first place, let me say right 
here what I have said numerous 
times, composers are born, not 
made, and it has often been a won- 
der to me how a successful ballad 
could be written by two different 
persons. 

For instance, one writes a beau- 
tiful poem or lyric. Naturally his 
whole heart and soul are init. He 
knows and feels the exact rhythm 
of it. The composer to whom the 
poem is handed to write the music 
scans it over several times and then 
sits down to the piano and tries to 
form an air to it. He plays over 
several strains, trying to fit the first 
line, as the first is always “‘the rub” 
with such composers, as I have dis- 
covered by personal observation in 
my studio, of different composers 
and writers of ballads and other 
songs. Common sense teaches us, 
and must teach us, that the composer that is 
trying to put music to this poem has not his 
heart in it; and, why should he? It is not a 
creation of his brain; he did not write it; all he 
knows is that he is asked to compose music to 
that special set of words. and he is going to do it, 
by hook or crook. 

At last it is finished to his satisfaction. Each 
word has been set to a musical note and played 
over many times to make it flow easily. It is 
then launched upon the market with a glaring 
title, given a good advertisement in several of 
the dramatic and music trade papers, profes- 
sional copies are gotten out and that is about 
as far as it ever goes. There are times when a 
song of that kind has made a “hit.” If it has, 
it is only one of those accidents which sometimes 
happen and may never happen again to the same 
people, as has been proven time and time again. 


* &* & 


To write a ballad you must feel what you are 
writing. You can not ‘“‘make believe’ in a 
heart-story song. It must be real, and taken 
from life. Although it may seem strange to ad- 
mit it, nevertheless, it is a well-known fact, when 
I wrote “Always Me,” where a little girl is crav- 
ing for the sympathy of a mother’s love, which 
is denied her on account of her mother having 
married again a widower with two children. The 
little girl misses her father, who is dead; she is 
always blamed for anything that happens around 
the house. I was greatly affected by this little 
song, as though it were really of my own flesh 
and blood, instead of a creation of my fancy, 
and three months passed before I looked at the 
manuscript again. 

A real composer who does not actually write 
hits must have temperament, a vivid imagina- 
tion, must know what it is to have loved, lost, 
suffered, struggled; to have been thrown in con- 
tact with all sorts of humanity; to have rubbed 
elbows with the poor as well as with the rich;

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to have known many a heartache, many a sor- 
row; to have passed through many a trial, and 
to know how to value real friendship. There are 
writers of songs to-day who think all they have 
to do to write a successful song is to think up a 
pretty title, perhaps about some girl, for illustra- 
tion, say, “‘My Darling Mary.” They then imag- 
ine the rest is easy, away they go, and here is 
about the way it is: 


“Oh, darling Mary, so contrary, 
How I love her so. 

She’s as pretty as stars at night. 
I love her wherever she goes.” 


It is then set to music, and they wonder why 
it does not sell. The reason why it doesn’t is 
because it isn't original. It has been done a 
thousand times by thousands before and after. 

They found out, at last, to their sorrow that 
they are out of their depth; that they are not 
song writers and never will be, and the best 
thing they can do is to go back to their original 
trade, perhaps machinist, tailor, or any other 
occupation which they are best fitted for. 

Successful ballads are inspirations and always 
will be to the genuine composer. A war will

stories, as the American nation is always willing 
to welcome a stirring march song on the order 


bring out many beautiful original song 


of “Marching Through Georgia. The day of 
slaves, before the war, brought out many beau- 
tiful sungs, souch as “Old Black Joe,” “Suwanee 
River,” and “My Old Kentucky Home.” One of 
my most beautiful soldier songs, ‘“‘Break the News 
to Mother,”’ was an inspiration, and was written 
when the Maine was blown up in Havana harbor. 
I knew there would be war, and I imagined how 
many an American boy would lay down his life 
for his flag and his country, and that the line 
above quoted would be often times quoted during 
the war, as it was. When peace had been de- 
clared, then came a horde of would-be compos- 
esr, who still continued to write war and soldier 
songs, and what was the result? They were 
never heard of. The printers and plate makers 
were kept busy, the dramatic advertising sheets 
coined all the money there was to be coined, but 
the composers themselves, as well as the publish- 
ers, lost money, as the public was satisfied to 
forget all about the war after it was over, and 
did not care to be reminded about it after it had 
been fought and won, but turned their thoughts 
to more peaceful pursuits. 

Then, again, the posters of Barnum & Bailey’s 
circus were being read upon the billboards of 
the city, and a crowd of children was watching 
the billposters hanging up the large posters 
which contained the menagerie and circus fea- 
tures, which are always a great delight to a 
child. I heard a little boy remark to a little girl: 
“T am going to try to have the teacher ‘scuse 
me the day the circus comes to town.” That im- 
mediately gave me an inspiration for the child 
song, ‘“‘’Scuse Me To-day,’’ which is one of the 
reigning hits. 

“Was I a Fool?” my latest descriptive love 
ballad, was written under very peculiar circum- 
stances. While attending a performance of “A 
Fool There Was,” during the intermission, I 
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heard a lady remark to her husband that “it 
served the man right, as he deserved all he got, 
and that he was a fool for doing what he had 
done.” I thought it would be a good idea to 
answer that in song, and while sitting in the 
theatre I wrote the chorus, which is herewith 
produced: 


Was I a fool ’cause I loved her, 
Even more than tongue can tell? 
Was I a fool ’cause I kissed her, 
And held her in love’s sweet spell? 
Was I a fool when I told her 
That I would die for her sake? 
I’d do the same thing a thousand times o’er, 
Though all the world called me a fool. 


I had been receiving dozens of letters from the 
trade throughout the United States, asking for 
a love ballad, something on the order of my 
“Would You Care?” and, looking over the field, 
carefully, found there was not a ballad of that 
kind on the market. Feeling assured that sing- 
ers would welcome a plain, simple love story, 
with sweet, flowing music, I decided to compose 
one, but could not think of a title or an idea 
at that time. One night, while attending a ban- 
quet given to Mr. Oscar Hammer- 
stein by the Friars, a friend of 
mine happened to say, “I'll see you 
after while, I have something im- 
portant to tell you.” The title 
struck me at that time as very 
unique, hence my latest love ballad, 
“After ’While.”’ 
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“How do you get so many differ- 
ent hits?” has often been asked. 
Well, I try to write a song different 
from anything on the market mak- 
ing a hit at that time. There is 
where the great mistake lies with 
sO many composers and writers. 
As soon as a song is on the market 
and is making a hit, America is 
instantly flooded with songs of a 
similar kind. The public wants no 
imitations, and the sooner the writ- 
ers and composers find that out 
the better for them. They will 
save themselves many a heartache 
and much useless labor. Try to 
think up something original, if you want to be 
a song writer, and if you can’t be original, that’s 
all there is to it. If you haven’t a biain of your 
own, turn from song writing. It is not your field. 
If you have to fall back on other successful 
writers’ ideas and works, it shows that you are 
not fitted to become a composer.

[Edgar Selden, specialist in the gentle art of 
song selection, and upon whom has been con- 
ferred the degree of “S. D.”, signifying ‘Song 
Doctor,” probably examines more manuscripts, 
melodious and otherwise, by several thousand 
annually, than any other expert here or abroad, 
and being a prolific and successful writer on his 
own account, was asked to explain, from his 
point of view, just what is necessary to accom- 
plish “putting over’ a song hit with its pleasing 
realization of attendant royalties. His reply fol- 
lows.—Editor. ] 

“In song writing, as in all other lines of en- 
deavor, the one essential thing is steadfastness of 
purpose and determination to win. 

“Obstacles are to be encountered, of course, 
but these temporary barriers are of small con- 
sequence, when the great financial reward is con- 
sidered. 

“It should be borne in mind that the songs we 
find ourselves whistling and humming on the 
streets and at home are not always the creations 


of skilled musicians. More often, the popular 
‘song hit’ emanates from some hitherto ob- 
scure individual with little if any technical 


knowledge of music, but possessing that inborn 
gift of tunefulness, that happy knack of string- 
ing jingly words together that appeal to the

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Evolution of Minstrelsy

HE evolution of 
minstrelsy is a study of in- 
terest. Each age of the world 
has had its minstrelsy. In the 
early ages the wandering 
minstrel was the chronicler of 


American 


the happenings of the times. 
His verse and song enlight- 
ened the populace’ before 


printing became the people’s 
educator. The wonderful no- 
mad, who sang to the accompaniment of the 
lute and the lyre, was the original from which 


tising purposes. 

Traveling with a circus with Barnum in 1836, 
was a talented young man by the name of Lester, 
who composed and sang many songs. Barnum 
took him in hand and placed him with several 
dramatic 


companies, Lester singing his senti- 
mental ballads between the acts of the plays. 
Barnum induced him to compose a few negro 
songs, blacken his face and render them. Lester 


had no sense of humor, his songs were on the 
sentimental order, therefore the concerts failed 
to attract patronage. 


> & & 


Barnum took up John Diamond, a famous jig 
dancer, and by bold advertising arranged jig- 
dancing contests in many of the larger cities, 
Diamond meeting all dancers as Sullivan and 
Jeffries have since met all fighters. These con- 
tests, well advertised, attracted public interest 
and netted Barnum great profit. The receipts 
amounted to nearly two thousand dollars one 
Sunday night at the St. Charles Theatre, New 
Orleans, an unprecedented amount for one per- 
formance in those days. Barnum could not con- 
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minstrelsy. However, this was only for adver- were billed as the Virginia Serenaders. From 


there they went to the Park Theatre, thence to 
Boston. Johnny Diamond was made a part of 
the company, but only for a short time. G. B. 
Wooldridge, afterward famous as Tom Quirk on 
the New York Leader, took them to England. 
The tour was a failure. When they returned to 
America they found others had profited by the 


seed sown. Many minstrel companies were be- 
fore the public. The originators joined differ- 
ent companies and others reaped the harvest 


they had planted. 

The first big money-making organization was 
Christy’s, located at Mechanics’ Hall 742 
Broadway, New York City, afterward the home 
of Bryant’s minstrels, where, for many years, 
Dan D. Emmett, the founder of minstrelsy, was 
the orchestra leader and while so engaged he 
wrote the immortal song, Dixie. It was brought 
out in a legal settlement between the partners 
of Christy’s minstrels that the gross receipts 
while the company occupied Mechanics’ Hall 
were $317.589.30, and the expenses $156,715.70, 
thus leaving a profit of $160,873.60. The number 
of performances given was 225. 

From this date, 1854, Minstrelsy became the 
popular American amusement. Minstrelsy prev- 
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all those of the stage of to-day descended. In 
the early days all actors were of the street. It 
Was years after the origination of the drama that 
the actors experienced the luxury of acting in- 
doors. 

Many alleged histories of American minstrelsy 
have been put forth by those who had advertis- 
ing schemes to exploit. Those who advertised 
in the publications were made conspicuous by 
the absence of the names of those unwilling to 
contribute. Colonel T. Alston Brown’s stage 
memoirs are about the only reliable references 
as to the origin of American minstrelsy. David, 
with his harp of a thousand strings, was the 
first minstrel mentioned in Biblical history. Dan 
D. Emmett, with his violin, was the originator 
of the present style of American minstrelsy. 

As early as 1779 an actor, John Graphner, 
blacked his face and sang songs in negro dialect 
at the old Federal Street Theatre in Boston. 
“Pot-pie” Herbert, an actor, sang negro songs 
as early as 1824. Daddy Rice, who accumulated 


a fortune, first sang and danced “Jim Crow” in 
Louisville in 1829 and he continued to perform 


for many years. 

Rice was the originator 
and-dance idea. All of 
their faces and impersonated negroes confined 
their efforts to singing and dancing and nearly 
all of the originators of minstrelsy began their 
careers in the circus. P. T. Barnum once 
claimed the distinction of originating American

trol Diamond, who had been a New York City 
dock tough. They separated, and Barnum’s con- 
nection with minstrelsy ceased, except when the 
black-faced performers appeared at Vauxhall 
Gardens, New York, under his management. 

In 1841 Daniel Decatur Emmett, who, 
Frank Brower, was in New York from a circus 
tour, Dick Pelham, who was dancing between 
the acts of a dramatic company at the Chatam 
Street Theatre, and Billy Whitlock, who was 
playing in an orchestra, all boarded in the same 
hotel on the Bowery. They whiled their leisure 
time away by playing on their instruments to 
accompany their vocal efforts and unconsciously 
perfected a miscellaneous program that gave to 
the world the popular stage entertainment— 
American minstrelsy. 

At the suggestion of Daniel D. Emmett, a pro- 


with 


gram was arranged and they made their first 
appearance in the public, or sitting-room of 
their little hotel. The first minstrel entertain- 
ment was given as a surprise to a large number 
of professional people who made the Bowery 
hotel their headquarters. The concert was an 
instantaneous success. Inadvertently, the chairs 


on which the first four minstrels sat were placed 
in a semi-circle that the quartet might better 
harmonize their voices and instruments. This 
custom has ever been retained in the seating of 
the performers in a minstre! first part. 

The minstrels took Pelham’s 


place between 
the acts at the Chatam Street 


Theatre. They 
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iously consisted of vocal and instrumental music. 
Many of the opera singers of later days gradu- 
ated from the minstrel stage, as did nearly all 
of our American actors. The minstrel comediag 
attained prominence from this time on and the 
dramatic, farce comedy and comic opera stage 
secured their talent almost entirely from the 
ever-increasing ranks of minstrelsy. The humor 
of the negroes and their plaintive music became 
so popular that all the variety theatres and 
many dramatic companies introduced something 
from the minstrels in their bills (Is vaudeville 
an original idea?). 
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Previous to 1860, or thereabouts, unless gifted 
with the humor and talent to depict the idiosyn- 
cracies of the negro character or possessing a 
singing voice, there was no place for a performer 
on the minstrel stage. The popularity and de- 
mand brought all sorts of incompetents into the 
minstrel! profession. Some of them actually be- 
came popular using a Dutch, Irish or Yankee 
dialect with a blackened face The influx of 
those undesirables drove many out of minstrelsy 
who were its most deserving laborers. 

Many of the most intellectual writers supplied 
the operettas, burlesques and farces for the min- 
strel stage and they were of a high order, com- 
paring favorably with the best class of produc-

lem for the railroads to handle and was billed 
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tional baggage cars, making a total of thirty 
baggage cars in theatrical service in one day, 
besides the necessary equipment to take care of 
the companies. 

Surely this is worth considering, and the rail- 
roads generally are beginning to realize it, as 
the competition on this class of business is, per- 
haps, more active than any other handled by 
the transportation lines. 

In the larger cities the most skilled passenger 
solicitors are assigned to this business, as it is 
probably more difficult now than ever before to 
secure. The railroads have absolutely nothing 
to offer their theatrical friends but service, and 
when representatives of half a dozen competing 
lines get busy with an advance agent or manager, 
quoting equal rates and offering practically the 
same service, he is certainly ‘‘up against” a prop- 
osition. He naturally chooses the line he thinks 
will give him the “best run for his money.” Of 
course, at equal rates and service, friendship 
goes a great way and no doubt secures consider- 
able business, but, after all, it is the service that 
counts in the long run.

AUGED by the double stand- 
- ard of box-office receipts and 
number of devotees, vaude- 
ville is unquestionably the 
most popular form of amuse- 
ment in America to-day. In 
considering the firm hold it 
has on the affections of the 
public, it is hard to realize 
that vaudeville, as it is known 
and managed to-day, is a cre- 
ation of the last two decades. It had its source 
in the old “‘varieties’’ of the immediate post-bel- 
lum days, a form of entertainment with which 
the late Tony Pastor was most inti- 
mately associated, and which was 
further represented by Koster and 
Bial in New York and Kohl and Mid- 
dleton in Chicago. These pioneers of 
the American vaudeville sought to 
familiarize their patrons with the 
best that the London music halls and 
the Paris cafe chantants had to 
offer, their bills consisting mainly of 
song and dance and knockabout acts, 
juggling and parlor magic, quartet 
work, and sometimes an instrument 
act, the xylophonists reigning su- 
preme in this latter branch. Natur- 
ally, the ‘“varieties’’ of those days 
occupied somewhat of a middle 
ground between the vaudeville of 
the present day and burlesque. 

Prior to the great panic of 1893, 
the vogue of vaudeville did not ex- 
tend far utside of the metropolis. 
Its tremendous advance in the four. 
years following was due to several 
causes not previously generally fore- 
seen. The World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition of that year greatly popular- 
ized the Continental European forms 
of entertainment in Chicago and the 
Middle West, a situation that was 
eagerly taken advantage of by the 
late. Colonel John Hopkins, whose 
Trans-Atlantics won enormous popu- 
larity with their vaudeville enter- 
tainment during the following year. 
This success demonstrated to Colonel 
Hopkins the advisability of catering 
to this taste on a wider scale, and, 
with that end in view, he established 
the old Hopkins Theatre on State 
street, Chicago, which became the 
nucleus of a string of similar houses in St. Louis, 
New Orleans, and throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley. Necessity for retrenchment in amusement ex- 
penditures growing out of the hard times made 
these houses instantly immensely popular, a 
fact that was not lost upon other astute managers 
and vaudeville theatres speedily supplanted 
melodrama and “legitimate’ houses all over the 
country. 
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The remarkable growth of vaudeville naturally 
brought with it keen rivalries between the vari- 
ous managers and the usual wasteful comple- 
ments of such a situation. The inevitable result 
of these was the coalescing for the scientific 
control of the business. This resolved itself 
into the United Booking Offices, which is now in 
control of the vaudeville interests of America. 
Since the assumption of authority by this cor- 
poration the vaudeville business has taken on a 
new dignity and importance. The bills are de- 
vised by the world’s greatest impresarios and 
the best that the European stage affords is 
brought over the pond (regardless of expense) 
for the delectation of American vaudeville-goers. 
Dramatic sketches and tabloid comic opera have 
been introduced and the general public has been 
given a liberal education in the dramatic classics 
that it would never have received through the or- 
dinary channels of entertainment. 

The most encouraging indication of the per- 
manent popularity of vaudeville is to be found in 
its appeal to all classes of people.

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I think the Cohan Family set the high-salary 
mark about 1895, when a Boston manager paid 
them $350. Another family, the Four Mortons. 
were later paid about the same. 


One thing I recall, whigh shows how rapidly 
vaudeville has improved is that the first ensem- 
ble act ever played was as recently as 1900, 
when The Beaux and Belle Octet was sent to the 
Coast. The act consisted of four ladies, four 
men and a wardrobe mistress, and the price of 
this feature was $400 a week, the payment of 
which almost caused a sensati n among the 
managers—and that was about ten years ago. 
Since that time rapid strides have been made by 
vaudeville producers, encouraged by the more 
ambitious of our managers, until to-day nothing 
is too pretentious to be considered as a part 
of the composite bills. 


These past ten years have seen the expansion 
of the Orpheum from a single house on the Pa- 
cific Coast to a circuit which, with its valuable 
affiliations in the Middle West, joins hands with 
the Eastern Circuit at Cincinnati and 
makes it possible to buok vaudeville 
acts for three consecutive years 
without a single repeat. 

The time has come when the most 
brilliant musical, dramatic and op- 
eratic stars find it to their advantage 
to play our theatres while still at 
the height of their popularity; our 
producers devote the same thought, 
care and lavish investment to thirty- 
minute sketches and novelties as the 
producing manager does to a com- 
plete play; our resources give us a 
command of the world’s markets for 
a variety of offerings and our own 
native artists are on the constant 
qui vive to better their material. 

In short, vaudeville to-day is be- 
ing taken seriously. It has ap- 
proached a glorious era, and its des- 
tiny is in the hands of the present- 
day managers to mould and shape. 
All our most ambitious hopes may 
be realized if all interested in this 
very important branch of the the- 
atre will make the most of the rich 
opportunities which the year 1910 
will afford. If these are embraced 
the history of vaudeville a decade 
from now should be unique. 


VAUDEVILLE—PAST AND PREs-

The rapid development of the 
present-day vaudeville from the old- 
time ‘‘variety” has no analogy in the- 
atrical history. There was a time 
when most of the theatre-going public looked 
askance at the style of entertainment offered 
in the so-called music halls of New York and 
other metropolitan centers; and there was some 
reason for the prevalence of these ideas, for 
they were not patronized by such people as now 
attend vaudeville houses. It is doubtful if the 
audiences of those days cared for anything more 
than the singing of spicy songs, buck dancing, 
or the antics of a couple of dialect comedians: 
but the time did come when they wanted some- 
thing better, and were willing to pay more for 
it. The sketches began to take on a different 
tone, and here and there an act was presented 
which seemed more suitable for legitimate audi- 
ences, but when it was found that variety patrons 
not only appreciated but wanted these better 
kind of turns, the managers naturally responded 
to their desires. 

Now, the same audiences who, on Monday 
nights, patronize a $2.00 Broadway opening, on 
Tuesday will readily, and with considerable 
pleasure, attend one of the music halls in the 
city, and the attitude of criticism will be on the 
same plane as that for a probably higher grade 
of attraction. The day of distinction, or a line 
of differentiation by theatre patrons has not only 
passed, but it is so completely submerged that 
there is no discriminating between legitimate 
musical comedy and the better kind of vaude- 
ville.

Glance but a few years back. Stare facts in 
the face. Follow the course up to the present 
time. You'll truthfully admit there has been 
an improvement in burlesque remarkable 
improvement, in fact. Take the average bur- 
lesque show and compare it with the average 
musical comedy, or the best of these latter 
playing the popular-priced houses. Who puts 
on the best show? It isn’t necessary for us to 
answer this—you know as well as I that mod- 
ern burlesque will hold its own with any of 
them. And such is the case when not even 
taking into consideration that a burlesque enter- 
tainment can be witnessed at less cost to the 
public than can a musical comedy. 

Instead of the slap-stick, which once proved 
so effective in the hands of some of the “com- 
edians,”’ people of real ability are handling the 
comedy end, with burlesque attractions. That 
doesn’t mean, of course, that burlesque was en- 
tirely without capable comedians years ago. Far 
from that. Like everything else, there is a 
matter of difference—the good and the bad—but, 
summing the thing into a nutshell, this branch 
has been greatly improved. 

The singing quality marks a differ- 
ence in favor of the present form. 
The music is tuneful and melodious, 
and the dancing, also, has advanced, 
in keeping with the other points of 
the entertainment. 

There is no denying that burlesque 
is being produced on a more magnifi- 


as the result of studiously planned and carefully 
executed methods devised by the managers of 
the Empire Circuit for’ the purpose of elevating 
and producing high-class entertainments. There 
is no doubt but that during the past four or five 
years, burlesque entertainments have been un- 
dergoing a change for the better. I believe that 
when the old, stereotyped style and slap-stick 
methods are entirely eliminated from this favor- 
ite branch of theatrical amusement, burlesque 
attractions will especially appeal to the intelli- 
gent masses of theatre-goers.

I believe that the system of supervision con- 
ducted by the officers of the Enipire Circuit Com- 
pany, and which has recently been strengthened 
and made more comprehensive in its application, 
will contribute greatly to bring about the hap- 
piest conditions. I am especially optimistic as 
to the outlook for the present season and the 
future of burlesque.

the strictest care. 


With such improvements, it is no 
wonder that burlesque is gaining in 
favor with those who desire nothing 
but good entertainment. 


must be borne in mind that 

heretofore burlesque has catered to 
the one sex only, not that it has songht to dis- 
criminate in favor of male audiences, but the 
quality of entertainment offered did not invite 
the patronage of women. In asce nding to the 
standard of cleanness and artistic performances 
required to draw full houses of both sexes it 
must be remembered that the profits and use- 
fulness of burlesque are to be augmented. The 
legitimate wholesomeness of that form of enter- 
tainment, if properly presented, can not be ques- 
tioned, and the future success of ventures in 
that field must largely depend on the develop- 
ments resulting from the action of censoring 
managers who are earnestly endeavoring to meet 
the requirements of mix d audiences and more 
refined taste. 

That all can be accomplished in one season, 
or two, is hardly to be expected. A’ general 
housecleaning must take place; the public must 
be gradually educated to the belief that bur- 
lesques, in form, quality and morals is the peer 
of any class of amusement. Places which house 
such attractions must universally become equip- 
ped and be furnished to lure better patronage. 
Such, and other changes should and must be in- 
stituted, and following the same will open up 
an era of burlesque success undreamed of. To 
the ranks of the profession will then be added 
talent of the first order and the odium hereto- 
fore attaching become a thing of the past. 
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HE editor has asked me to 
write a few lines on the hard- 
ships of the player's life, es- 
pecially when on the road at 
Christmas time, but I am not 
going to make this a hard- 
luck story. A noted orator 
and politician, in speaking to 
an assemblage of actors, once 
made the remark that what 
particularly appealed to him 
about the “show” business was its delightful un- 
certainty, to which I might add, its 
charming adaptability to circum- 
stances. 

After all, our life is not such a 
series of uncomfortable happenings 
as some players try to make people 
believe. Of course, there is a hard- 
ship in being away from home so 
much while traveling, but this is 
compensated for by long runs in 
New York and other cities where 
there is very little trouble in having 
our friends and relatives about us. 
While I should love to be at home 
in New York at Christmas time, I 
have been traveling through the 
larger cities long enough to feel 
more or less at home in any of 
them. In all of them I have 
friends who are ever ready to fur- 
nish me with all the social enter- 
tainment I desire, so I find it any- 
thing but unpleasant. 

Under present conditions and im- 
provements there are plenty of 
trains running between the cities in 
which we play and it is seldom that 
one has to get up in the middle of 
the night in order to make the next 
town. Also, in these days, cars are 
luxuriously furnished and when it 
is necessary to travel at night a 
special sleeper is provided for the 
company. When Christmas comes, 
the adaptability of the actor to cir- 
cumstances comes into play and in- 
stead of allowing himself to be miserable, it 
has become the custom of companies to get all 
the enjoyment possible out of the holiday, no 
matter where they may be playing. In my com- 
pany, for instance, we usually have a Christmas 
tree on the stage, every member putting some- 
thing on it for his fellow players, and I assure 
you we have just as much fun out of it as would 
a lot of “kiddies.”” You know we are all more or 
less children on the stage. Living in a mimic 
world, singing and dancing our way through life, 
it is not hard for us to enter into the Christmas 
spirit, and some of us can almost stretch the im- 
agination far enough to believe in the existence 
of a real Santa Claus. With our Christmas tree 
and dinner on the stage, we frolic like a Jot of 
children. Leaving little time between the two 
performances to indulge in any regrets that we 
are far from Broadway, or from some little home 
where a welcome would await. 

There is one disagreeable feature, in that 
we have to give two performances, but even 
that isn’t so bad when you come to think of it, 
because everybody is happy, including the audi- 
ence-——a Christmas crowd being the easiest and 
nicest on earth to which to play. Between the 
matinee and night performances, instead of going 
to the hotel to our dinner, we have it served on 
the stage, and altogether we generally manage 
to have a splendid time, which reminds me that 
I haven’t said much about the subject of this 
story, so I am going to tell just a tiny little 
anecdote about a poor little “kiddie” who, at the 
age of six years, was a full-fledged actress, and 
who was playing with a barn-storming company 
in the West. For some time before Christmas 
her mama, who was also a member of the com- 
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pany, had promised the child that on Christmas 
Eve she could hang up her stocking and that 
Santa Claus would surely not overlook the young 
thespian, even if she were not at home, and that 
she, the mother, had sent the route to him so 
that he might know exactly where to find “‘little 
Mary” on the momentous night. When Christ- 
mas Eve arrived it was found that the company 
had to make a long jump to the next town for 
their holiday engagement and that it was neces- 
sary to travel all night on the train. Little Mary 
was not apprised of this fact until after the per- 
formance when she went aboard the sleeping 
car and was assigned to her berth. It happened 
to be one of those old-fashioned cars with a stove 
at one end. The child looked inquiringly at the 
stovepipe, which led to the roof of the car, and 
then burst into tears. 

“Mama,” she said, “I just know Santa Claus 
will never be able to squeeze through that chim- 
ney.” 

She was finally quieted and induced to pin her 
stocking outside the berth and finally went tuo 
sleep insisting that she knew that Santa Claus 
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could never find her on the train. Nevertheless, 


he did find his way into the sleeper and the little 
stocking was filled to overflowing when she 
awoke the next morning. 


GUSTAV LUDERS. 


Gustav Luders, the man who has written more 
successful musical comedy’scores than any other 
musician in America, Victor Herbert not ex- 
cepted, was a struggling violinist in the old 
Schiller Theatre orchestra when he wrote his 
first money-making score. He has lived in Chi- 
cago the greater part of his life, and on the ho- 
tel registers of most of the countries of the world 
you may look and find this inscription: “Gustav 
Luders, Chicago, U. S. A.” Chicagoans may 
therefore take a small share at least of munici- 
pal pride in the fact that The Message of the 
Violets, Heidelberg. The Stein Song, The Tale of 
a Kangaroo, The Tale of the Seashell, There Is 
No King but Dodo, Come and Nestle by My Side, 
O, Sweet Co-Ed., and a score of other song hits, 
the most productive music sellers American mu- 
sic publishers have ever known, were from the 
pen of a loyal Chicagoan. 

In 1890 Gustav Luders was playing violin in a 
theatre orchestra. He had gone to Chicago about 
a year previous, after having tarried in New 
York for a few months when he landed from 
Germany. He had been wel! educated in his 
home city of Bremen, where his father was a 
prominent physician. Born in 1865, he had at- 


tended the local “gymnasium,” and afterwards 
moved to Thuringia, where he studied under the 
most famous violinist in Germany, Henri Petri,

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now concertmeister to the King of Saxony at the 
Royal Opera in Dresden. The young Gustav's 
father first insisted that the son was cut out for 
a physician and should follow the paternal an- 
cestor in that profession. When the son com- 
menced the study of music, he himself asserts, 
his parents gave up all hope of him ever 
amounting to anything worthy the Luders name. 
He finally decided to come to America, and, as 
he had not entirely completed his studies at 
home, he studied with Neuendorff for a short 
time in New York, and then went to Chicago, 
where he was engaged for the orchestra of the 
old Windsor Theatre, on North Clark street. He 
struggled along, composing short musical num- 
bers of a classic nature, teaching music and giv- 
ing concerts. He managed to live somehow and 
wes made a member of the Schiller orchestra, 
and then leader, a position which, by the way, 
he held for six vears, although the management 
changed a number of times. 

One day Mr. Luders went out to the World’s 
Fair, and while walking along, listening to the 
various bands, each playing peculiarly national 
airs, he conceived the idea of a 
medley incorporating the most dis- 
tinctive strains. The result was An 
Afternoon at the Midway Plaisance, 
which was played here during the 
run of The Girl I Left Behind Me, 
and which created more of a sen- 
sation than the play. People used 
to come to the theatre just to hear 
this piece. About the same time 
he wrote the Cavalry Charge, 
world-famous march number, 
which is used at the present day by 
Sousa’s Band. From the sale of 
these two efforts, the hard-working 
Luders realized sufficient money to 
take his first return visit to the Fa- 
therland. Shortly after he _ re- 
turned, Luders spent the remain- 
der of his money for railroad fare 
to New York to try to induce some 
manager to take a play, King Do- 
do, by name, music by Luders and 
book by a young Chicago newspa- 
per man named Frank Pixley. 

The piece failed to arouse in- 
terest in New York's managers and 
immediately the collaborators 
wrote another play called The Bur- 
gomaster, which was produced by 
the Dearborn Stock Company, and 
which was the beginning of a mu- 
sical comedy revival in America. 
The Burgomaster was such a pro- 
nounced hit that managers swooped 
down upen the astonished play- 
wrights and demanded King Dodo. Henry W. 
Savage was successful in getting it. He pro- 
duced the piece at the Studebaker, where it 
achieved one of the most notable successes of 
any play of the decade. The Prince of Pilsen 
followed on Michigan Avenue, making the ban- 
ner summer run of any musical comedy ever 
here, and breaking every record for attendance 
at any Chicago theatre. There have been as 
many as five companies on the road at one time 
playing this old favorite. 

Next Mr. Luders wrote his first play with Geo. 
Ade, and The Sho-Gun was the summer's 
Studebaker attraction. Its success was immme- 
diate. Woodland was next in the line of Herr 
Luders’ musical efforts. The Grand Mogul fol- 
lowed; then he composed the score for The Fair 
Co-Fid., another George Ade play, with Elsie Ja- 
nis in the stellar role; Marcelle, in which Louise 
Gunning is appearing, was next, and finally he 
composed the bright, catchy score for another 
George Ade success, The Old Town, in which 
Montgomery and Stone are now playing at the 
house of Ade-Luders fame, the Studebaker. 

This array of successful entertainment is 
greater than any to be marshaled by a contem- 
poraneous composer of musical comedy, and the 
popular songs contained therein are numbered 
by the score. Of all his varied writings, Mr. Lu- 
ders asserts that his favorite piece of music is 
The Message of the Violets. At present the fa- 
mous composer is engaged upon a series of ar- 
ticles on Light and Comic Opera Music, and he 
is also compiling a folio of his more serious con- 
tributions to American light music 
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ome Song Successes

HAT is the secret of popular- 
ity in music? Why does an 
air catch the taste of the 
multitude and be whistled all 
over the town before it is a 
week old, while others, equa’ 
ly as melodious, superior, 
perhaps, from a _ musical 
point of view, are never 
heard? What causes the pub- 


lic to fix upon one tune and 
give it preference over every other tune, 
till all New York is wearied by the 


repetition? These are questions easier asked than 
answered. The secret of music popularity will 
probably. never be discovered. It is quite impos- 
sible to tell beforehand what will take the public 
taste, or how long a tune will re- 


tain its popularity. From Clari, 
the Maid of Milan, an opera long 


since consigned to the limbo of for- 


gotten works, came Home- Sweet 
Home. La Traviata was a dead 
failure at its initial performance, 
while Carmen was hissed off the 


stage in 1875, in Paris, when it was 
first produced. 

The vicissitudes attending fa- 
vorite melodies are numerous and 
peculiar, indeed. Although a popu- 
lar song may have fastness for spir- 
it, facetiousness for humor, and the 
whole concoction be merely a col- 
lection of crotchets and quavers, 
jinglingly strung together, for mu- 
sic, yet it very often finds favor 
with the public. 

As a general rule, 
success of a popular song begins 
with the vocalist or vocalists who 
sing it in places of amusement, but 
even with the best introduction in 
the world, it must have that inde- 


perhaps, the 


scribable, catching quality that 
brings the tune to the lips of all 
who can carry a melody. What 


does make a song so good to the 
publie is somewhat of a mystery. 
Occasionally, a song of humor 
Starts very easily and spreads out 
in every direction, through its 
efforts, but, as a rule, many 
are necessary to fasten a tune firmly and 
profitably on the public ear, and in the skill 
with which this is done, lies much of the success 
of song publishing. I found this to be the case 
with my song of Senora, which took many 
months to become popular, but which now is an 
Overwh «ntnge success, and quite a “best seller.” 
Aren't You the Girl I Met at Sherry’s? on the 
entrary, met with instant recognition. The 
Bull Frog and the Coon dallied some time, while 
Can't You See I'm Lonely? struck the public 
taste at once.

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Some songs start quickly and are forgotten 
after a few months of high-pressure popularity; 
others don't move until practically given up as 
failures. Amongst the songs of long ago, for 
instance, Old Black Joe was published fourteen 
years before it came into general popularity, 
and The Alabama Coon took eight years before 
it became known 

So, taking these and others as a criterion, 
the song-hit of 1910 may very likely be lying in 
a neglected pile on a dusty shelf in my own 
office. I hope it is. 

You can push a song as much as you please, 
but no matter the amount of pushing, the pub- 
lic will find what it wants, and let the others 
go a-begging, though why it will choose this 
and neglect that is one of the things which, as 
Lord Dundreary says, “No feller can under- 
stand.” Before me, now, are half a dozen songs, 
all of which should make hits, but, will they? 

Just Because You Call Me Raby Lamb may 
be, to my mind, a popular classic; Not Me may 
be the greatest character song written; Be Jolly, 
Molly, | Didn't Mean to Make You Cry, or Isn't 


That Enough for You? may be just what the 
people want, but I have, perforce, to await the 
vacillating pounce of a curious public. 

Our popular songs may not be up to the lit- 
erary mark; perhaps their sentiment is not 
double-refined, and even their sense not always 
the clearest, still the masses make their choice 
and, while grander words and finer versifications 
are left unnoticed, these attain universal circula- 
tion. We can, at all events, congratulate our- 
selves that the popular songs of the present 
day are a trifle. better than those of bye-gone 
times. Slap, Bang, Here We are Again, Not For 
Joe, The Perfect Cure, and half a hundred others 
are far behind the present standard. Even My 
Pretty Jane was a foolish thing, and it is a per- 
fect wonder, considering the usual tendency of 
popular songs in those days, that she didn't

Hits are shorter lived than they used to be 
and, perhaps, more actual hits are made in 
“girl songs’ than in any other kind, which is 
natural enough. Popular sentiment takes up the 
cause of the other sex and enjoys a similar fickle- 
ness. Whether or not a performer makes the 
popularity of a song, it can certainly be said that 
songs often help to make musical pieces, and 
but, alas and alack! though in literature the 
name on the title page counts for a good deal, 
the whole world will whistle an air and seldom 
inquire who wrote the song. 

As long as there are holidays there will be 
“hits.” A holiday crowd must have some dom- 
inant tune, for vacation feelings always break 
out in melody, but what will appeal mostly to 
that holiday crowd is, and will always be, be- 
yond the knowlea@ge of mortals. In all matters 
of art—and there is an art in writing popular 


songs——people are very easy going. They are 
content to take what they can get, but they 
oftentimes pick and choose from the goods in 


a most incomprehensible way. 

The minstrels of old sang the glorious deeds 
of heroes, the troubadours and minnesingers 
warbled of the woes of the fine ladies and gal- 
lant Knights, the Celtic bards kept alive patriot- 
ism and nationality among their countrymen 
with “thoughts that breathed and words that 
burned,” the lisping verse stringers of a softer 
age celebrated the beauty of Phyllis and Chloe 
prettily enough, and so on down the ages to the 
popular-song writer of the present day, who 
tries his best to entertain his public with what 
he thinks they will appreciate in the way of 
amusement. A natiot is to be judged by the 
songs of the people. Their day is soon over and 
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forgotten. Happy the man who produces a “hit,”’ 
which lasts that short-lived day. Maybe his 
name won’t go down to posterity, but he'll at 
least be comfortable with this world’s goods, 
though it be for but a short period. 

The means whereby a “hit” is made have 
never been discovered. They never will be, for 
a “hit” is just as much of a mystery as is a 
German sausage. 


FITTING SONGS AND SINGERS. 


By Edw. B. Marks, of Jos. W. Stern & Co. 


Song hits, to my mind, are very much like 
electricity, and there must be a positive and a 
negative, which, in the song world, is really 
nothing more than a suitable song and a suitable 
singer. When we find this happy combination 
and bring them together, like the two poles of 
the battery, the result, almost instantiy, is a 
divine spark, which not only illumines the act 
of the singer but, with some latent force, seems 
to push the song steadily ahead, 
often lighting the way toa brilliant 
success. 

We have made it a point in our 
business to find this happy combi- 
nation of song and singer suited 
to each other and we have saved 
many a good song from failure by 
patiently waiting until we found 
the one whose personality and tal- 
ents would give the new song a 
proper introduction and an intelli- 
gent interpretation. By this care- 
ful method of placing songs, in- 
stead of indiscriminately ‘firing’ 
them at the public, we believe we 
not only carry out the intention of 
the writer and serve his best in- 
terests, but that we become instru- 
mental in improving the fortunes 
of many a singer who has risen 
solely on account of a few guud 
songs, from a comparatively un- 
known position right to the top, 
with the enduring reputation of a 
headliner. 

As a rule, American vaudeville 
singing stars of to-day, especially 
female, do not compare with the 
singers prominent a few years ago, 
like Helene Mora, Bessie Bonehill, 
Lottie Gilson, Bonnie Thornton, 
Imogene Comer and many others. 
These artistes were always on the look-out for 
song material worthy of their efforts. and when 
once they succeeded in uneovering a good manu- 
script they devoted to it weeks of study and re- 
hearsal, which enabled them to interpret it nat- 
a on the strength and merit of the song 
tself. 

To-day, the singer depends upon the back- 
ground furnished for the song in the shape of 
scenery, props or half a dozen or more chorus 
assistants; while the main consideration with 
some of the singers, instead of the song itself, 
is the paltry “hand-out” of the illegitimate pub- 
lisher, without any regard for the artist's reputa- 
tion or obligation to public and manager alike. 
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The constant repetition of ‘‘stale’” songs, even 
by “big” artists commanding “fat” salaries, is, 
in my humble opinion, responsible, in a measure 
for the noticeable decline in two-dollar vaude- 
ville. Patrons are tired of paying good prices 
to hear well-paid artists sing songs which they 
can hear in the picture theatres at least for a 
nominal price. The remedy is, of course, en- 
tirely in the hands of the theatre managers them- 
selves. 

Luckily, as stated before, there are always 
enough suitable singers who are above accepting 
a bribe and who are sufficiently loyal to the pro- 
fession which gives them their livelihood to* 
cheerfully accept suitable songs for the sake of 
the good that will accrue to their own act, as 
well as for the pleasure a good song affords the 
audience. 

Our song successes are being sung all over the 
country. Starting in New York with Eddie Leon- 
ard and Mabel Russell, we find them using, in 
Percy Williams’ houses, as their biggest aprlause

The critic? the manager?

Productions have been 
mangled to shreds by the reviewers and still suc- 
ceeded; again, critics have lauded the worst of 
subsequent failures. Most managers willingly 
admit they simply take a chance. It must be the 
public—and it is—but it’s not the goodly things 
that Mr. Public tells his neighbor that count. 
it’s the money he spends at the box office. And 
if he spends six thousand dollars a week or 
over the show is termed a success and is ready 
for a road tour. Few know that six thousand 
dollars per week is the pivot on which merit is 
supposed to balance. Theatricalism reduces it- 
self to a sordid basis of dollars and spending 
change, and the managerial grab for more re- 
turns is blamed, by Belasco, for many of the 
ruinous conditions. 

The reasons are apparent to any who have 
followed the Thespic trail over boulders of fail- 
ure or smooth path successes. 

Summing it all up, it is this unwarranted pro- 
ductivity, inferiority of material, unevenness of 
easts and extravagant customs which have made 
play-going too expensive and disappointing. 

Wherein this applies to New 
York it fits other metropolitan cen- 
ters. New York leads, and it is 
unfortunate, as people in other 
cities are, or should be more nor- 
mal. France follows Paris and 
England takes suggestions from 
London, and when a man in Chica- 
go gets rich enough to retire, he 
makes straight for New York tu 
do his spending. Theatrical condi- 
tions in New York are but slight 
exaggerations of other large places. 
Stand in Broadway on any night 
and you'll see why the men theatre- 
bound are up against it—thence de- 
duce the reaction and you peg one 
point toward reaching the failure 
solution. : 
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Now for a few of the whys: 

A few years ago any woman in 
evening gown and ablaze with jew- 
els would have been conspicuous 
by contrast in the orchestra seats— 
to-day she is made conspicuous by 


lack of them. The clerk and his sweet- 
heart, or the young married couple. He 
wants to see her nicely dressed, takes pride 


in knowing that she looks as well as the other 
women—but can he do it and stay out of the 
penitentiary ? 

Look at the expense: First, in rainy weather, 
one contracts the taxicab habit, at least three 
dollars, beside the tip, no matter where you go; 
then, the right thing after a show is a bite to 
eat. The others drop in at Martin’s, Sherry’s or 
Rector’s, and, of course, you follow the lead—six 
or eight dollars more is contributed for a little 
to eat and the waiter’s tip—and beside these 
there are the theatre tickets at two dollars each. 
As a matter of fact, it’s only the rotten show 
that you can see at two dollars; the good ones all 
come at a premium—you must pay the specu- 
lator twenty-five or fifty cents bonus. 

Two good seats at a show worth seeing will 
cost five dollars on Broadway. Add this to the 
taxi cheater, then the luncheon and the waiter, 
you'll find a twenty dollar bill in need of repairs. 

That’s what it costs you or the middle class— 
the very element that supports the theatre. 

It’s not the insanely rich that make a manager 
retire in affluence. 
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And, speaking of speculating. 
atres are said to be in on the deal. Why 
shouldn't they be? It’s a legal proposition. 
through a recent legislative joker or mistake or 
a Sullivanized oversight, our courts have de- 
clared speculating righteous. Any man, woman 
or child who has the price can gamble in tickets 
to-day, no license or fee being required. 
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Most of the the- 


Another angle. Did you ever stand in a the- 
atre lobby and watch these pin-headed sons of 
the rich? They persistently refuse to go to the 
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when there’s no necessity for it. More than 
that, many of them can buy over the telephone 
and run a monthly account with the speculators. 
But you can’t do it, Mr. Public. So, after all, if 
you want a two-dollar seat, it costs you fifty 
cents more. 


We are slipping away from the old days. 
New York, like Paris, is beginning to live away 
from home. Time was when the chaperon ac- 
companied the young couple to the theatre and 
mother would have a cute little Dutch lunch 
spread at the home table. Not now—it must be 
where the others go. That costs money and 
that’s why fewer go t.eatrewards. 

There are forty legitimate houses in New York. 
Most of these must be kept open, no matter how 
good, or bad the show, and Mr. Public must pay 
the bills. The insufferable cost of maintaining 
the aristocracy is too much for the play-goer. 
May I cite one item in substantiation? 

In the olden days the theatres closed on May 
Ist and opened October list. Last summer two 
stars played an engagement of revivals at the 
Academy, averaging $16,000 a week. Why? 
Because the public didn’t outdress itself and 
didn’t need taxicabs, and because the soda fount 
quenched an appetite that goes to Sherry’s in the 
winter. The which meaning it costs the patron 
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box office, preferring to buy from the speculator 


practically nothing to see a good show when 
society and its foolish tarnations stayed at 
home. 
Mr. Belasco frankly asseverates that man- 
agers are largely to blame for the conditions. 
He says that “Theatres are now built in New 
York for the manufacture of any old thing to 
send on the road. Forced runs are a mistake. 
The day has passed when other cities take a 
play because New York says it’s good.” 

No matter what you or any one else may at- 
tribute as Belasco’s motives, he is right, and the 
proof is apparent to any who may care to look 
and have intelligence enough to know. 


> > > 

The managements themselves are largely re- 
sponsible in so far as they have overproduced. 
We have been educated to enormous productions 
and we insist on them. You can’t take a piece 
of wood, stain it mahogany and fool the public. 
They want the real thing. 

And the real thing has about reached its limit 
in stage creation. 

Another thing. We don't like big theatres 
any more. Long ago the actor relied on lung 
power to be acclaimed. To-day it’s a matter of 
intimacy. Closer to the stage the better. Close 
enough to see an eyebrow raised, a chance for 
real art to display itself. To do this and make 
the theatre with its restricted capacity pay, 
every seat must be occupied. 

And they are not. 

Not one balcony and gallery out of twenty 
to-day is a quarter filled. 

Owing to stern competition between rival 
managers and syndicates, the actors have seen 
a chance to demand more money—and get it. 
Managers get less, so does the public. 

Again! Overproductivity. No one man save, 
possibly, Shakespeare and a few 
who did not live in the subway era, 
has been able to turn out more than 
ten or fifteen plays in a lifetime. 
And we get at least one hundred 
and fifty to two hundred a season 
in New York. 

Same old story. Must keep the 
theatres open. We don’t seem to 
want revivals of old standards, but 
something new, no matter how bad, 
but it must be new. 
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Several of the most prominent 
theatrical magnates in this country 
have gone over the situation with 
me and pointed out the very facts 
narrated above, at the same time 
outlining a different policy for the 
season to come. Just what it will 
be remains to be seen. Some one 
nanager may make a ten-strike and 
all the rest will slumber along un- 
til the right time and right them- 
selves, 

One thing I predict. Salaries will 
be lower, both among the actors and the ex- 
ecutive staffs. Casts will be more evenly se- 
lected and the plays will be more carefully 
scrutinized. Watch if this isn’t correct. 

There has been a world of discussion on the 
New Theatre. Several London critics came to 
attend the premier; the venture was over press- 
agented in many ways, and the opening bill was 
most generously roasted by nearly all the critics, 
much to the apparent glee of many managers 
who seem to delight in other people’s troubles. 

The New Theatre may or may not be a suc- 
cess, but this is assured—if it doe , it will be 
a positive benefit and not a menace to other 
theatres. In fact, it may be the incentive to re- 
generate a lost vital element. 

A glance backward over the midseason re- 
minds me of a sun-scorched field, a few blossoms 
and waste. In mentioning the different attractions 
and what became of them, I don’t rely entirely 
on my own note book. They've balanced the 
statements with a consensus of critical opinion 
in New York. 

Going back to July 29, we discover The Gay 
Hussars hurriedly put together and rushed in 


to forestall competition. It did well and should 
have stayed.

may not advisedly claim the 
title of “Producing Center,’ 
despite the fact that log- 
ically the location of our 
city from a geographical 
standpoint and in the mat- 
ter of population we com- 
pare favorably indeed with 


any of the metropolitan cen- 
ters of the world. However, 
it must be admitted that lo- 
eation and population, while primary requisites 
as a base of our claim to theatrical distinction 
must be supplanted by a class of population, 
who, as.a class, are fitted by intuition, inclina- 
tion and intellect to be fair judges of a produc- 
tion, and by a composite intermingling of people 
of various temperaments, accomplish an individ- 
ual and a collective whole w ss precludes dom- 
yrejudiced provincialism. 
ee arn Chicago, with its very delega- 
tions of different peoples of the world, blending 
as they do the spontaneous enthusiasm of the 
Latin races and the respective temperaments of 
the various other nationalities, which are repre- 
sented in their way, but which are overwhelmed 
in their entirety by the preponderance of those 
native born, truly personifies the American. Chi- 
cagoans are Americans, Americans who with the 
real spirit of our nation have been 
so busy in the advancement of their 
ambitions along sane commercial 
lines that they accept the theatre 
in its truest sense as a recreation 
or educational feature of their 
daily life and who do not attend 
our playhouses burdened by a 
mere feeling of special obligation 
and the mistaken idea that blase 
indifference and criticism submerge 
true opinions and appreciation in 
order that one be considered “good 
form.” 


It must be admitted that in 
studying an American producing 
center from a theatrical point of 
view, that at present New York 
City will have to be accepted as the 
criterion from which we make our 
comparisons. It likewise must be 
admitted that facts alone, tempered 
by conditions, should determine the 
desired status of the argument. It 
is needless for us to lay claims as 
to our manifold advantages as an 
ideal market for the products of 
intellect, for that has been proven. 
Then, if we are suitably located— 
if we are fitted by education to be 
capable of artistic appreciation, and 
if the census repe-t, showing the 
vastness of our population be cor- 
rect, and if we, as play-going indi- 
viduals, have the money to attend 
theatres with sufficient regularity 
to contribute to their maintenance 
as a business institution, why is it that so seldom 
the opportunity is ours to witness the real first 
night of a production and put our seal of ap- 
proval cr disapproval on a play without first 
having been told what we are to think of it by 
the Proadway public? 

It is neither consistent nor logical that Chicago, 
with its youth, vitality, vivacity and withal its 
reputation as having the most conservative pop- 
ulation of any city in the werld be not recognized 
theatrically to a greater extent than is now true, 
and its jndgme nt accepted as to the merits of a 
play, so that the magie phrase ‘290 Nights on 
Rroadway,” be relegated as it should to the 
scrap-heap, and the real truth of a “Chicago 
Success” or a *“‘New York Success” be substituted 
in its stead, to the great advantage of the out- 
of-town managers, who operate in the one-night 
Stand territories. 

New York City has a floating population of 
country sight-seers and satiated globe-trotters, 
who in their quest for diversion are attracted by 
the first big electric sign or by a risque poster, 
Which suggests amusement of the spicy sort. 
Perhaps this large colony of floaters, ever chang- 
ing and ever anxious to pust their money 
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through the window of a box office and who 
leave town having their fill and to be swallowed 
up and lost sight of, making room for more of 
their kind, but giving no reputable decision by 
fair thought or consideration of a play, are re- 


sponsible for the hundred, two hundred or four 
hundred nights which are foisted as an advertis- 
ing feature with the hope, and too often realiza- 
to the money

of the people throughout the country, 
the vernacular of the theatre, live in 
or “One-night Stands.”’ 

Chicago, too, has a floating population, but its 
transients are for the most part buyers from the 
every tewn .in the Central, Southern, Western, 
Northern and Canadian sections of this country. 
They come here drawn by the magnetism of our 
buying opportunities; our factories, our jobbing 
and retail houses are their goal, and with the 
clear mind of the discerning buyer they purchase 
entertainment, and their opinion as to the value 
of that entertainment is as fair, unbiased and 
d‘scriminating as is their judgment in the pur- 
chase of their merchandise. They make up their 
minds quickly and brand a performance as good 
or bad as that judgment directs, and then go 
back home and advertise the show accordingly. 
Then, if Chicago is the Mecca of the buyers from 
such a large territory, as it undoubtedly is, why 
net then preduce more shows here in this city, 
that the country public may hear of them as 
they really are, and not be beguiled by a Broad- 
way reputation that ofttimes proves valueless to 
those outsiders who do not know Broadway and 
its persons. “A Broadway Favorite’ can make 
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actor or 


New York, but it 
because Chicago likes a certain 
actress, the show, no matter how 
poor, will be referred to as a success just 
because of that personal popularity. The 
work of the popular one will be commended; he 
or she will receive all due credit, but unquestion- 
ably will the public be told and made cognizant 
of that which it lacks as an entertainment. 
There is a minority few in Chicago who really 
have done more in keeping this city in the back- 
ground than have any of the outsiders. They 
are not big enough to insist that the absurd bar- 
rier to our theatrical growth be raised, but rath- 
er are so small as to be absolutely influenced by 
the verdict of the effete East, and who “fall” for 
the “stuff” of the advance agent of the show, 
which is filtered to the reading public through 
various mediums, and who when the opportunity 
ot a real Chicago production is doled out to 
them accept it in a half-hearted manner,. with a 
spiritless acknowledgment that they can’t break 
away from the reputation given us by people of 
cursory and foreign acquaintance, and who will 
insist that their guiding star be the decision of 
the East. Then there are former Chicagoans, who 
having heen a few weeks in New York, register 
from that city, and look askance at the large 
village which had perhaps all to do with their 
success and affluence. These people, having 
made their “pile,” drift New Yorkwards with 
their money, and any old way with their ideas, 
purlein the phrase, ‘We New Yorkers,’ and then 
an as presumptuously begin to wonder wheth- 
er or not there wasn't a bit of logic in “the 
divine right of kings. Disrobed 
of the Eastern bugaboo, these peo- 
le are fair-minded Americans, but 
burdened with the self- imposed 
prejudice they wear so awkwardly, 
they become recognized as a blase 
lot of expatriat commuters, whose 
opinions (?) are valueless. They 
quickly acclimated by a transitory 
residence, and then, in their per- 
verted manner, hurl ridicule at the 
thought that Chicago should be 
considered as anything but the cen- 
ter of the pork-packing industry. 
This class needs to be put aside for 
obvious reasons. The real New 
Yorker has little time for them, 
and they at once become a nega- 
tive quantity. 


There are few producers in Chi- 
cago, but the productions which 
have as their birthplace this city 
and have made good have certainly 
been worthy of the name, “Suc- 
cess.”” Take, for instance, the mu- 
sical shows which are put out by 
Mort H. Singer. They have every 
advantage of all the ingenuity and 
art known 


can hardly be 


to the modern stage, 
and are presented by players who, 
as a whole, are indeed efficient. 


Ihe only criticism that can be di- 
rected at the efforts of Mr. Singer 
is that perhaps the material of the 
plays could be greatly improved 
and that they are not decidedly 
original. Mr. Singer is one of the 
most aggressive men in the business. His appar- 
ent snap judgment is backed up and given only 
after careful thought, and when he says “Go 
head,”’ or, rather, when he does go ahead and 
submits a show to the Chicago public, the Chica- 
go public responds, knowing that as far as scenic 
investiture is concerned the: production will be 
complete in all its realization of the possibili- 
ties of modern show equipment. If the show is 
bad, Mr. Singer’s patrons say so candidly, and 
then, in the same spirit of frankness, that gen- 
tleman hegins the work of reconstruction and 
brightening, until a well-balanced little enter- 
tainment is Swinging along smoothly on one of 
the famous “Singer runs.” Thus it is that w hen 
the show takes to the road it gets the money 
the people of the country flock to it. knowing 
that if it has been good enough to run in Chie ago 
for a long while, that it is good enough to amuse 
them, and so it does. 

This is also true of the B. 
ductions, which make their initial how at the

A Plea for Greater Simplicity - 


Recently, a writer on stage conditions and their 
causes, sums up his arraignment by indicting 
both producer and public. Too many plays, in- 
ferior productions, and poor casts, on the one 
side, and a blase or insane public on the other. 
Shall we take issue with the same? No! 

In the mad race for profits and with the in- 
stinct of gamblers, producers have increased 
their total wreckage of the season alarmingly, 
due to the large number of illy-prepared and 
presented plays which have been in excess of 
former seasons. There has been an undoubted 
effort to meet prevailing taste, but, in their anx- 
iety, they have run into disaster. Some of the 
good have survived, but owing to the large num- 
ber of new offerings, the percentage of failures 
has been greater than usual, due to a public 
which once was satisfied with wholesome amuse- 
ment—for we assume an overwhelming rumber 
of theatre patrons desire to be amused rather 
than instructed—but now, surfeited and subject 
to artificial and unnecessary demands, the tend- 
ency is for those who can not meet the require- 
ments to desert the theatres. 

The modern theatre, especially in metropolitan 
centers, perforce of circumstances, compels the 
patrons to spend too much money. The ticket 
of admission represents a small proportion of the 
expenditures, when the matter of dress, cab hire 
and other incidentals are considered. As play- 
houses have increased in splendor, so has the 
drain upon the patron’s purse become greater 
The patrons, not to be considered parsimonious, 
must supplement the real cost of the theatre en- 
tertainment by the addition of after-theatre din- 
ners and the train of expense which follows. On 
both hands is found a degree of high pressure 
akin to frenzy. The logical result of all is to 
keep the common people who, after all, are the 
mainstay of managers, away from theatres. 

We do not essay to direct a way out of the 
difficulty. Conditions of to-day represent a reap- 
ing of the harvest following a sowing of tares. 
Managers must find a way out of the difficulty 
and the public will quickly respond to rational 
methods. Simplicity is desired, both in treat- 
ment of plays and cost of productions. Feverish 
methods have prevailed—reduce the temper- 
ature.

The Circus in Winter Quarters 


Snugly tucked away in their respective winter 
quarters are the animate and inanimate belong- 
ings of the several circuses which, last season, 
claimed the center of the amusement field. The 
garish red and gilt wagons are being gone over 
and resplendent new coatings, with the varnish 
piled thick upon the surface, are taking the 
place of weather and m i tarnished equipment. 
The calliope whistles are muffled until another 
season, to tickle the fancy of the small boy who 
follows in the wake of the procession, en route 
to the grounds to witness the grand free exhi- 
bition just before the “big show.” Quiet reigns 
in the big houses which shelter the various 
appurtenances of the shows, save for the low 
hum of the workman and the echo of his ham- 
mer as he drives home the nails which help in 
fitting up the wagons for another season, and 
the frequent growls, grunts and squeals of the 
animal contingent The ballyhoo has departed 
for the few short months until the music of his 
voice shall once more be needed in front. 

Everywhere in evidence, though, is a constant 
sense of the movement of preparation—prepara- 
tion for the coming spring time, when once more 
the big wagons, drawn by spanking teams, rich- 
ly caparisoned, and lined up for the parade shail 
present such an appearance as will once more 
charm the eve and lead the perennial circus-goer 
straight to the ticket wagon. It is also the time 
of rest and recuperation for most of those who 


The editor can not undertake to return unsolicited manuscript; correspondents should 


have followed the “sawdust” for a strenuous 
season, over hill and dale, in countryside and 
city, in fair weather and foul, wherever the lure 
of the advance man led them. Blesse@ be the 
time of relaxation, when the tired budies of the 
workers in the profession and their active minds 
may have a release from an exacting, if inter- 
esting, season of circus life. Now is being laid 
up stores of energy, and the maturing of plans 
for further effort to interest a public, which, 
yearly is growing more exacting, is the all- 
absorbing burden of the showman’'s thoughts. 
And out of all this shall grow a greater, grand- 


er season of tented show business, when the 
heralds’ bugles shall sound the long line of

The Retrogression of Dramatic Criticism 


Upon no issue involving diversified interests 
is there a broader variance than that prevailing 
on the question of the competence of the press 
critics. Frequently the dramatic critic, with an 
indifference to both cause and effect, foists his 
story upon the public, the effect of which is as 
far reaching in its sweeping damage as it is 
unjust in its interpretations. Grown blase, alive 
only to the dictates that mould his criticism in 
conformity to the demands of the business de- 
partment, dominated by incompetence in many 
instances, the big interests of the producer and 
the player alike are wantonly sacrificed. Grad- 
uating from police reporter, with a diploma that 
indicates his standing in the journalistic field by 
the number of police scoops anointed solely 
with instructions from the city editor, a dramat- 
ic critic is born every minute of the journalistic 
day. The general competence of the critic is a 
matter of no moment, just how accurately will 
his intelligence interpret the dominations of the 
advertising department is only too frequently 
the qualification. 

Perhaps on no issue where technical and 
professional judges sit in determining, is there 
a wider variance of public opinion than exists 
among dramatic critics. Too frequently not a 
single newspaper will voice a criticism that con- 
curs or agrees with that of its contemporaries. 
The thought that criticism means condemnation 
is prevalent, the inclination to view the produc- 
tion from the viewpoint of the public mind is 
foreign to their purpose. All too frequently, 
the personal prejudices of the critic dwarf his 
“professional” judgment. A thousand-leg grouch 
may poison his story. Too frequently a play is 
criticized from the standpoint of a $2.00 admis- 
sion for a 10, 20 and 30 production. Steeped in 
pessimism, some of the older writers have 
reached that period of uselessness in their ca- 
reers, where even the sunshine is off-colored. 
If the dramatic critic would gain his impressions 
from the attitude of the audience, from that 
great jury of play-goers; if he would keep in 
mind the tremendous risks and burdens of play- 
producing; view with kindliness rather than with 
a spirit that precondemns the effort of the player, 
criticisms would be more fair, the public more 
honestiy dealt with, and the theatre receive only 
its just due. 

The public seeks to be honestly guided in 
order that its selection may be made wisely and 
without disappointment. After the disappoint- 
ment finds lodgement against the critic and the 
creditability of the paper printing the criticisms 
is impaired. = 

Naturally, too, the criticisms lose their effect- 
iveness and the cry of wolf goes unheeded 
But still another phase remains, the injustice to 
the individual performer whose livelihood de- 
pends upon the financial productiveness of the 
play in which his services are required.,

“Can you tell me something 
about the kinetoscope, Mr. Blair ? 
I asked 

“Well,” he answered, “in the first place most people are wrong in 
imagining that i 1s an electrical invention, It is nothing of the kind. it is a 
Photographic invention Electricity is responsible for the light and the 
driving power; it 1s photography that presents you with the spectacle of a 
continuous picture of persons and things moving about in time and space 
The principle of the kinetoscope 1s that of the revolving wheel familiar to 
children ; and therefore as an invention the kinetoscope is not patentable 
By a most ingenious contrivance seven hundred photographs in halfa-minute 
can be taken on my ‘endless roilable film.” This series, or part of it, is 
passed before the eye in the kinetoscope on the principle of the revolving 
wheel, and the result 1s what you see.” 

Mr. Blair showed me, through the kinetoscope, the Derby being run, and 
an energetic shoe-black polishing a gentleman's shoes 

“Obwously, then,” [I said, “the ‘endless rollable film 
essential to the kinetescope ? That us certain,” he replicd 

“Apart from the kinetoscope, what are the advantages of the rollable 
film to photographers yenerally >’—*In the first place, st 1s infinitély more 
easily carried. Here you have a roll capable of iaking twelve photographs, 
and here is a packet contaming twelve ordinary plates 
glance which ts the more easily carried. Here, again, 1s a roll capable of 
taking fifty photographs. It 1s not much larger than the sinaller roll ; but 
compare it with a packet of plates four times as large as this one containing 
only twelve 

* But ss the film for all other purposes as good as the finest prepared 
plate ?"——“ Certainly. The film has a delicate grain surface, resembling fine 
ground glass on the coated side, and can be allowed to remain for an 
indefinite period in the developer, the fixing bath, or the soaking solution, 
and never frill in the least. There are no seams or joins in rolls of any

TO PLAY WITH BELASCO 


Justice Seabury, of New York, has declared 
vacated the injunc.ion which they had songht 
to vontinue against Miss Nance O'Neil to pre 
vent her from appearing in the new Belasco 
all-star stock company, le said: 

“While the dispute between the parties can 
not be satisfactorily determined upon aitidavits 
yond must wait the trial of the issues I am 
strongly of the opinion that the plaintif? has 
pot kept its contract with the defendant and bas 
thereby forfeited the right to the relief which 
it now Motion to continue the jajuue 
tion deniet and the Injunction now existing 
vacated.’ 

Because of a coatract existing between the 
Shuberts and Miss O'Nell the Supreme Court 
had issued eo injunction restraining the actress 
from further rehearsals with the Belasco com 
pany. lawyers Gerber and Dittenhvefer, for 
Miss O'Neil, insisted that the contract of a 
performer differs from the usual agreement be 
tweeon the employed and employer, in that in 
the latter, as long as the employer pays the 
salary stipulated in the contract, the empioyed 
must be satistied, 

With the actor or actress, the two theatrical 
attorneys held, Guoting at the time a recent de 
cision of the Muster of the Rolls in England. 
that the payment of the weekly stipend is net 
sufficient, as one of the main assets of a per 
former is his or her standing with the theatre 
public, and that deprived of the right 
to appear the actor or actress is wronged inas 
much as he thereupen loses standing in tie 
amusement world, seeing that it is ouly by a 
continuous apperrance that the player retains 
his or her personal popularity.

To-day, vaudeville is in its zenith, and it is 
constantly progressing and improving. It has 


been dignified: by the presence of such stars as 
Amelia Bingham, James K. Hackett, E. M. Hol 


land, Laurence Irving and Mabel Hackney, anil 
others of equal prominence. Numerous artists 
could be cited, whose names and reputations 


bave an established value in the box office, and 
which justities the large salaries pald to them— 
salaries which only a decade ago were not con 
sidered in the realm of possibility. 

The stars on the vaudeville stage to-day are 
held in just as great esteem as any legitimate 
actor or actress. In fact, in many ways there 
has been a reversal of the order of things in 
that respect, from the managerial standpoint. 


Now, the musical and dramatic productions re 
cruit some of their biggest features from the 


ranks of the vaudeville, but the call of the two- 
a-day is strong, and the performer usually fin 
ishes br returning to the familiar routine, 
where, as long av he or she can make good, the 
salary is both munificent and sure, for prac- 
tically as many weeks as he is willing to work. 

Competition is the saving grace of vaudeville 
to-day, and it is the performer and the public 
who receive the benefit from such a state of 
affairs. The aim of William Morris, Inc., which 
represents the independent faction, has always 
been to supply the patrons of their theatres 
with only the very best talent available, no 
matter what the cost might be, and I think we 
may be considered to bave successfully carried 
out this plan. We are continually finding out 
what the public wants, and then making a 
mighty big effort to give it to them. A healthy 
and sturdy opposition is good for both sides, 
and it is the one thing which will keep vaude- 
ville in its steady march of improvement. From 
our side, the company I represent was never in 
a sounder financial condition, and the prospects 
of the future are more then satisfying. We are 
constantly enlarging our Trans-Continental Cir- 
cult and adding to our list of headliners. The 
prosperity and success of Independent Vaudeville 
are completely and firmly established. 

. . . 

As to the vaudeville of the future, no man 
can phophesy with any certainty. There is little 
chance of its supplanting the drama or the 
opera, but there is a strong likelihood that the 
theatre-goer of the next generation who seeks 
that kind of amusement will be able to find 
what he wants at a vaudeville performance, 
although perhaps not in the tabloid form to 
which we are accustomed at present. The time 
may come when we will see the third act of 
Tristan and Isolde, with its large chorus and 
elaborate scenic accoutrements, preceded by a 
monologue and followed by a troupe of trained 
elephants. So, also, may we see a condensed 
version of King Lear and other classics offered 
for the delectation of variety lovers. 

One of the phases of vaudeville which has 
assumed the aspects of a Frankenstein, is that 
of motion pictures. There is not a vaudeville 
manager of to-day who does not recognize tn 
this form of entertainment an aggressive com- 
batant, and one to be reckoned with from hence- 
forth. The insignificant little black cloud which, 
in the distance, inspired nothing but contempt, 


now shows itself in gigantic proportions, and 
this apparently barmless foe has caused more 


than one formerly prosperous vaudeville theatre 
to bite the dust. As a matter of self-preser- 
vation, a considerable number of managers have 
amalgamated with the enemy, and the biograph 
now shares honors with the performer. 
Another interesting feature of present vaude- 
ville condition is the increasing vogue of Amer- 
tean performers abroad, which seems to fill a 
ong-felt want with the British public, and has 
acted as a lever for the engagement of scores 
ef our reputable artists abroad. The friendly 
and business-like co-operation existing between 
American and Europesn managers, has made it 
possible to arrange for long tours on either side 
of the Atlantic for good acts, without the neces- 
sity of a trial performance.
